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THE NEW IRISH POLICY 


PROGRESS OF THE CAMPAIGN FOR 
HOME RULES - 

MR. CHAMBERLAIN WRITES A LETTER GIVING 

HIS ULTIMATUM—SPEECHES FOR AND 

AGAINST THE BILLS IN VARIOUS PLACES, 


Lonpon, May 7.—Thomas Bolton, mem- 
ber of Parliament, wrote a letter to Mr. Cham- 
berlain asking him if he would support the 
Home Rule bill on its second reading, provided 
it be considered a simple affirmation of the prin- 
ciple of home rule, leaving the question of the 
retention of Irish members open for considera- 
tion in committee. Mr. Chamberlain replied: 
“If Mr. Gladstone will maintain the Imperial 
Parliament as the supreme representative au- 
tnority in the kingdom I will gratefully accept 
the concession and vote for the second reading 
of the bill. But I am unable to find in 
Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto any such as- 
Burance. He asks us to grant Ireland the 
tight to manage her own affairs. But 
If geographical considerations must yield to na- 
tional sentiment, then the prayer of Protestant 
Ulster for separate consideration deserves equal 
rttention to that given the demands of the ROD- 
ulation which Mr. Parnell represents. The fate 
of Ulster lies in itsowp hands. If it is earnest 
in refusing to intrust its liberties and fortunes 
to the Dublin Parliament, fellow-subjects in 
England and Scotland will never suffer Ulster- 
ites to be coerced into submission. {have main- 
tained my position against the bill as proceeding 
on lines of separation or colonial independence, 
instead of federation. I have considered the 
full representation of Ireland in the Imperial 
Parliament too important a detail to leave for 
the committee. The question must be set- 
tied on the threshold of the discussion. 
The extension of home rule to Scotiand 
and Wales depends on the maintenance 
of a united representation of the three coun- 
tries in one supreme Parliament, leading to a 
future federation of the great dependencies of 
the Crown and the weiding of them into a 
mighty and harmenious empire. Mr. Glad- 
gtone’s alternative has rencered necessary anom- 
alies and restrictions which no true Liberal will 
kpprove. He has produced a balting measure 
which offers no reasonable prospect of a final 
pettlement and which is certain to be a fulcrum 
for future agitation. He bas brought us within 
Bmeasurable distance of civil war, threatening 
the ultimate creation of a foreign hostile nation, 
Whose reconquest is actually contemplated as a 
possible eventuality by the promoters of the 
Qneasure. So long as uncertainty prevails in 
matters of such paramount interest it is im- 
possible for those who value the unity of the 
o—pe to affirm the principle of the bill.” 

The Pall Mali Gazeite to-day sent a reporter to 
the War Office to ask Gen. Lord Wolseley if he 
had declared that if home rule were granted to 
Ireland he would resign bis command for the 
purpose of leading an army of Ulster men to 
resist the new lrish Government, and that one 
thousand other British officers would follow bis 
example, as stated by Mr. William Johnston, 
Loyalist. member of Parliament tar South Bel- 
fast, in a speech at Dungannon last night. 
Yhe reporter was informed that Gen. Wolseley 
was not in the office. Tne newspaper man left 
word that the Gazette would renew the inquiry. 
Ashort time afterward it was officially denied 
that Gen. Wolseley had ever made any such 
statements as those attributed to him by Mr. 
Jonnston. 

Lord Carlingford, an old and intimate col- 
league of Mr. Gladstone, before joining the Lib- 
rral Unionist Committee tried to obtain the 
sentiments of the Premier on the probable 
amendments to the Irish measures. He ascer- 
tuined that the Home Rule bill would be main- 
tained in all essential points. 

The Birmingham members of the Liberal 
Federation at a meeting to-day adopted the 
resolutions favoring Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
policy which were_ passed at the meeting 
ot delegates in London on Wednesday. 
A resolution was also adopted advising 
Mr. Chamberlain that it was his duty tosupport 
the Home Rule bill on its second reading. Mr. 
Chamberlain resents the decision of the Bir- 
minugham caucus,and maintsins the position 
that unless Mr. Gladstone makes concessions he 
wiil oppose the measure. — ‘ 

Mr. Trevelyan, in a speech at Galashiels, said 
be would support the -Home Rule bill 
provided the measure was modified in 
puch a way that a firm hold would be 
kept upon _ Ireland, and also_ provided 
the Land Purchase bill be dropped. He said that 
he would not be doing his duty to the electors 
of Great Britain and Ireland if he supported 
proposals which he knew to be impracticable. 

Earl Granville, speaking at Manchester, said 
the Government would not retire from the posi- 
tion it had assumed on the Irish question unless 
its Irish bills were defeated. He warmly ap- 
proved Mr. Gladstone's Irish measures. 

Lord Ernest Hamilton, member of Parliament 
for North Tyrone, a Conservative, in a speech 
at Londonderry deciared that the people of 
Ulster would enforce their demand for a Par- 
liament in Ulster in the event of home rule 
being granted to Lreland, and that if the worst 
came the Southern Loyalists would help the 
Northerners. 

Sir Richard Cross, Conservative, made aspeech 
to-day at Knighton, Wales. He said he would 
giadly give some form of local rovernment to 
England, Scotland, or Wales, but he thought 
the establishment of a local government in Ire- 
land wou!d cause a loss of confidence among the 
capitalists there. 

Patriotic Union demonstratious were held in- 
side and outside the rotunda at Dublin this even- 
ing. Mr. Chamberlain senta telegram saying 
that he heartily sympathized with the Union- 
jsts in their protest against legislation that 
would reduce Ireland to the rank of a tributary 
Province. Lord de Vesci,, Major Saunderson, 
and others made speeches, in which they sxid 
they were ready to fignt in defense ofr their 
rights. 

Secretary McCulloch, of the Glasgow section 
of the Social Democratic Federation, writes: 
* Glasgow Socialists cordially sympathize with 
the efforts of workmen in America to emanci- 
pate Jabor and overtnrow capitalists, and they 
KymMpathize with the Chicago Socialists in their 
conflict with the police while resisting bour- 
geois tyranny aod cruelty.” 

A meeting of several thousand unemployed 
workingmen was held at Manchester to-day. 
Eight persous were arrested for disorderly con- 
cuct. 

The British steamer Martello, Capt. Jenkins, 
from New-York, April 25, for Hull, came in col- 
4ision with and sank the cutter Ida off the Lizard 
Point Lighthouse. One person was drowned.

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THE OHIO SENATORIAL CRISIS. 


4 WARNING FROM GOV. FORAKER TO THE 
REFUGEE SENATORS, 

CoLtumBus, May 7.—The Senate met and 
adjourned to-day, but being without a quorum 
no business was transacted. The novclity of 
the situation has materially settled down 
and the reulity is now being seriously consid- 
ered by all thinking people. It is already 
clear that the refugees who have crossed 
the border of the State have begun to 
appreciate their own folly, and are already 
negotiating or endeavoring to negotiate for a 
safe return to the Buckeye capital. This 
afternoon the Governor receive the fol: 
lowing dispatch from one of the deserters- 

DETROIT, Mich., May 7, 1886. 
Gov. J. B. Foraker, Columinis, Ohio: 

I recognize the state of the public revenueto be 
such that some iegislation in the line of your 
otticial suggestions is imperatively demanded. 
We feel that, as a condition precedent to our 
presence in tne Senate. some guarantee must be made 
that our Senate rules will be observed. With that as- 
sured the co-operation of at levst enough to makea 
quorum, und I believe the entire Democratic membder- 
ship of the Senate. can be had.

Following 1s the Governor's tart reply: & 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 7, 1886. 
Hon. E. 8. Dodd, Detroit, Mich.: 

I am giad you recognize the imperative neces- 
sity. us you properly term it, of some lexgtis- 
lation to relieve the financial condition of the 
State. This necessity is wot only imperative, 
but it is immediate. The general appropriation 
bill is not yet a law and cannot become such until 
sizned by the officers of the senate in the presence of a 
quorum, as the Constitution provides. The deficiency 
bill haus not yet beeu passed, and thé total amount 
to the creait of the general revenue fund 1s to-day but 
$2,608,670. Unless a quorum can be secured in the Sen- 
ate to pass the House bill authorizing the loan to meet 
cusual ceticiencies, the Stute will go to protest berore 
the end of rext weex. | unpswer you thus in detail 
that you and your associates may not lack fu)l 
information as to the consequences of continued 
absence, and in the velief thut you will not assume 
the responsibility of persisting in such a course. So 
fur as «4 guarantee of terms as to how the President of 
the Senate shall rule upon certain questions fa con- 
cerned I cannot speak, and would not if I could 
except only to suggest that there are certainly bette, 
and more tegitimate remedies for any such ruling ar 
you eeem to fear, than to obstruct the Leyiesiature and 
ullother departments cf the state Government by 
abandoning your seats and flecing from the State.

In conversation this evening the Gover. 
nor stated that perhaps the absentees 
would soon tire of roaming about the 
country and return; that their being re- 
turned to the Senate was only a question 
of time. All might not return, but a sufficient 
number would, in order that the business of leg- 
isiation could be resumed. In the event the 
members do not return of their own free will, 
they will be arrested if found in the State.

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NEW LEADERS CHOSEN, 


THIRD-AVENUE STRIKERS DETERMINED TO 
CONTINUE THE FIGHT. 


Capt. Thomas Collum took the reins 
for the strikers yesterday as Chairman 
of the Executive Board of the Empire 
Protective Association. With him, as 
members of the Executive Board, also 
qualified William Boyle, Master Worman 


of the Third-Avenue Assembly, and 
formerly inspector for the company; 
and Patrick ©’Rourke, a Brooklyn driver. 
Boyle and O’Rourke were elected in place 
of Downing and Hugnes, who had joined 
Chairman O’Donnell in signing the agree- 
ment with the company, on Mibvargeg 3 night, 
Collum, who attained promiuence as the man- 
ager of the Fourth-avenue strike, and lately in 
connection with the free stages on Third-uvenue 
succeeded O’Donnell. The three deposed com: 
mitteemen went out underthe order of the 2 
Jocal assemblies composing the Empire Protect 
ive Association. They were ailowed to resign. 
At a meeting of the local assemblies,§whicn 
began about micnight and lasted until 
after 4 o'clock yesterday morning, the course 
ef the men in rejecting the agreement 
was fullyindorsed. This action met the unqual- 
ified approval of the men. 

Business on the part of the new board began 
eariy. They met for organization within six 
hours after the adjournment of the meet- 
ing that created them, and Capt. Collum became 
by a formal vote the Chairman. He announced 
to his associates and to the men that they need 
not fear betrayal at his hands; that the 
strike was on to stay until they could get proper 
recognition and redress, and that they need 
not dread a lack of means to support 

The strike, as the evidence of pluck furnished 
by them on Thursday, had already brought as- 
surance of enough support for months to come. 
During the day it was quiet at the striker’s hall. 

O’Donueill, Downing, and Hughes kept out of 
the way yefterday. The first two, one 
to a friend, the other in a card, said 
they signed the agreement because 
they thought it the best thing to be done and 
denied that they had received any money 
for their action. Messrs. Best and 
Graham, who were at the _ strikers’ 
hall last night, said they had agreed 
to nothing proposed by the company, and 
that the company’s black list, which Mr. 
Lauterbach showed them, did not contain 
the name of a man who had violated the 
law. It contained the names of men who were 
offeasive only because they belonged to the 
order, iocluding oid and faitnfui em- 
ployes. In their evening statement 
the strikers mentioned the changes in 
their board, and said the question now 
was no longer how the company could 
get men, but passengers. Pickets yesterday 
reported, so thestrikers said, that between 11 and 
1 o’clock 67 Third-avenue cars going down town 
carried 478 passengers, against 2,214 on the Sec- 
ond-avenue line, and that between 5 and 7 
P. M., 97 Third-aveuue cars passed Fifty-fifth- 
street, going Up-town, with 943 passengers 
against 3,080 passengers in 101 Second-avenue 
cars. 

One of yesterday’s rumors, consequent 
upon the belief among those con- 
cerned that the strike has become azres- 
sive on both sides, was that a meeting 
had been held of the attorneys of the various 
eIty railroads tor the purpose of arranging a 
combination against the strikers. The ef- 
fect of such a combination would be 
toshut out the strikers from employment on 
any of the roads, whatever the result of this 
contest. Mr. Lauterbach denied positively 
that there was any such meeting. 
President Lyon issued a card yesterday saying 
that the three days allowed the strikers to re- 
turn by the agreement will expire to-night, and 
will not be extended. The company ran 178 cars 
yesterday, the largest number on aay day since 
the tie up. 

Luke Khody, a striking Third-avenue driver, 
of No. 1,065 Third-avenue, was sent to prison 
for one month, by the Court of Special Ses- 
sions yesterday, for an assault upon the 
14-year old son of a newly employed driver. 
The boy had just been on an errand to his father 
when Khody met him outside the car stua- 
tion, knocked him down and kicked 
bim. Philip J. Drener. a shoemaker, was sent 
up for one month in the same court for jump- 
ing on a Third-avenue car at Chatham-street 
during a block and trying to throw the driver, 
Max Friscne, over the dashboard.

A NEGRU LYNCHED. 

NEw-ORLEANS, May 7.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Canton, Miss., says: 
**This morning about 8 o’clock W. N. Bledsoe 


was awakened by the screams of his daughters in 
an adjoining room. Heranin tosee what was 
the matter and was just in time to see a 
colored man disappear through a window. 
His daughters told him that tbe negro had 
attempted a criminal assault upon the younrest 
of them, aged 14 years. Mr. Bledsoe suspected 
a negro named Chambers of the deed and 
went to the Marshal and had him aprested. 
When the negro attempted to assault Miss 
Bledsoe she seized him by the pocket of his 
coat and held 9n toit. In his endeavors to re- 
lease himself the pocket was torn out. The 
Marshal went to Cbhambers’s house and found 
the coat with the pocket torn out. The negro 
was then placed in jail. As soon as news 
of the affair was circulated on the streets 
public indignation ran very high, and a 
meeting was called at the Court House to de- 
termine what should be gone with Chambers if 
be was found gulity. Major J. R. Powell.a 
prominent citizen, was called to the chair 
The motion was made that the Chairman 
appoint a jury of 12 leading citizens to examine 
the negro. motion was approyed and the 
jury appointed. They examined the neero 
aud found him guilty. Chambers was taken 
from jail to-day by a number of leading citizens 
and banged. Sheriff Reid did all in his power to 
protect the negro, but without avail.

CHICAGO. 

FORCED TO SEEK HIDING 
DISORDERLY ELEMENT 
FRIGHTENED—THE STRIKES. 


CxurIcaGo, May 7.—The war is over, unless 
indications are out of joint. The Anarchist has 
sought his holeand is burrowing as deeply as 
fear and the police will allow him. His braggra- 
docio is a thing of the past, and when 
he comes within sight of a bjue coat 
he no longer looks ferocious and shakes his 
fist; he has-an attack of ague and slinks out of 
sight like a whipped hound. The police enjoy 
the situation. They fee! that the public is on 
their side, and handle their clubs with a vim 
they lacked a week ago. Woe to the Anarchist 
who forms the nucleusofa crowd. He is shown 
no mercy. 

The Bohemian quarter is as quiet as Wall- 
street on Sunaay. The streets there are de- 
serted, and no heads are seeg at the windows. 
The Bohemian women have been taught a les- 
son. They acted like tigresses on the night 
of the shooting, and the following 
day. They developed more courage, as 
well as ferocity and venom, than the 
men, and.showed so little of the woman in their 
words or actions that the police in self-defense 
were compelled attimes to forget the sex of 
their assailants. Six of these women called upon 
the Mayor to-day and complained of the conduct 
of the police. They were warned not to inter- 
fere with the latter and they would have noth- 
ing to fear. 

There is hardly an Anarchist in the city who is 
notin atremor for fear of a domiciliary visit 
from the police. Search warrants are no longer 
considered necessary, and suspicious houses 
are beirg ransacked at all hours of the day 
and night. Two guns and lot of car- 
tridges and some packages of dynamite were 
found at the house of William Seliger, No. 442 
Sedgewick-street, this morning. The man was 
arrested and almost had a fit from fright. He 
seemed relieved to be thrust into scell. He isa 
Cabinetmaker. An _ old-fashioned shell was 
found in the lumber yard of Charles Reetz, 
on Canal-street, to-day. lt was tenderly con- 
veyed to the Central Station. None of the offi- 
cers were curious enough to examine its con- 
tents, A descent was slso made to-day on No. 
741 TLoomis-street by a squad of police. 
In the basement lives Weisl Thorek, 
a carpenter. The house was_ searched 
and a musket, revolver, a_ half keg 
of powder, and a quantity ot Socialistic litera- 
ture, including Most’s instructions on the 
manufacture of dynamite, were found. Thorek 
wus locked up. He denies that he is a member 
of any secret organization. The Anarchists, as 
arule, hail from Russia, Poland, Hungary, and 
Bohemia. Nine-tentns of the Socialists here are 
Slavs, or a mixture of the Slavonic and Teu- 
tonic races. 

August and Cnris Spies and Schwab are rest- 
ing quietly in jail. Mrs. Spies, the mother of the 
prisoners, is very much worried Over her sons’ 
*“mistortune.” She insists that August never 
could have done what has been attributed to 
him, and that had he known what would happen 
he would never have gone to the meeting last 
Tuesday. Her son Henry W. Spies, who lives 
at No. 60 McReynolds-street, has been married 
three years. Heisacigar manufacturer. He is 
now lying at home suffering from a wound 
in the groin. He says’ he_ received 
the wound during the shooting Tues- 
day nigbt. He was at Tepf’s saloon, at 
the corner of Lake and Desplaines streets, 
on business, Tepf being an old customer of his. 
Just as be was leaving the saloon and stepping 
out on the street he was struck by a bullet, but 
managed to get ona carand reachhome. His 
wire said he had never had anything to do with 
the Anarchists, but had often tried to persuade 
his brother August to give them up, or at least 
to be less violent. 

Fielden is suffering considerably from the 
wound in his leg. The ball entered the front 
part of the knee, passed inward and downward, 
and came out three inches below the cap. The 
hospital physician says that the wound was 
self-inflicted, and that the revolver Fielden 
carried in his hand while running. away 
was probably discharged accidentally. Fielden 
denies that he shot himself, butis unable to com- 
bat tbe physicians’ theory. 4 

Parsons is still at large. The police declare 
that they will yet catch him. Had it not been 
for the mistake of a pojiiceman he would now be 
in custody. When the police made a raid on the 
Arbeiter Zeituny office a man attempted to en- 
ter. The policeman who guarded the door re- 
fused him entrance, and advised him to “clear 
out.” Parsons did so atonce. When the An- 
archist’s photogr “p was shown to the police 
yesterday the officer who stood guard at 
the arveiter Zeitung office exclaimea: “Be 
sob, that’s the man [I wouldn't 
in the day we made the raid.”

The re- 
quest was denied. The woman had been crying.

The first number of the Arbeiter Zeitung pub- 
lished since Tuesday appeared to-day, but in a 
greatly reduced form. After complaining that 
the entire staff from the “devii’? up had been 
arrested the editur makes the follewing appeal: 

“You can see, workingmen, from this that the 
ruling classes have realized the power ofa working- 
man’s paper better than the workingmen them- 
selves have done. Now we want to show you 
that, although a few are under ban now, 
the workingmen’s party is perbaps for the time 


We now xappeal to you, workingmen of Chicago! 
You have seen that a workingman’s movement with- 
out a workingman’s paper is an impossibility. Bach 
one of you snouid therefore work to this end, that 
in the circles wherein you move the paper be 
supported. We have now taken the place of our ar- 
rested comrades. Should further arrests take place 
there will others sep into our places. We shull con- 
tinu¢ the fight for liberty and right which this paper 
ever wages to the terror of the robbing-employes und 
their deeds, and in thgir faces we fling our 
motto which is “Down with everything that resists 
us,” and inform them that thia sentiment is too deep- 
ly rooted intthe peopleto be exterminated by the itm- 
praionment of a few leaders, especially where the 
movement is of such gigantic dimensions. 
Forward and  unceasingly forward will the 
movement continue, in spite of chicunery of the rul- 
ing classes.

If for a short time we can only isaue our 
puper in small form we beg our readers to excuse us 
on account of the circumstances under which we are 
compelled to work. We will do all wecun ina short 
time to be complete.”’ 

The sale of the paper was not interfered 
with. ‘he bomb thrower has not yet been 
identified, and few except the police think he 
will be placed. So far no “squealers” have been 
found amoug the Anarchists, 

A double inquest was held at the County Hos- 
sr to-day by Coroner Hertz, in the cases of 

olicemen Jobn J. Barrett and George F. 
Mueller, victims of Tuesday night’s riot. The 
jury returned the following verdict: 

“That the said George F. Mueller came to his death 
the 6th day of May, A. D. 1886, from shock and hem- 
orrhage caused bya ball shot out of a pistol in the 
hand of a person unknown to this jury while per- 
forming his duty in usvisting to suppress an unlawful 
assembly, May 4, 1586, at the northexst corner of 
Despiaines-street and Randolph-street, and we, the 
jury, recowmend that the said unknow person be ap- 
prehenged and committed to the county jail without 
bail, and we further recommend that August Spiesand 
tamuel Fielden and Michael Schwab and A. R. 
Parsons be committed as accessories, without bail, to 
the county jail, said August Spies, Samuel kielden 
and A. R. Parsons having, with the advice of Michael 
tchwab, made incendiary and intismmatory speeches, 
causing such unlawful assembly.” ; 

Two undertakers wished to take possession of 
the body of Policeman Mueller, and they hada 
ghastly row about the matter while the Cor- 
oner’s jury was in session. 

It is understood that a special Grand Jury will 
not becalled to indict the imprisoned Anarchists. 
Several prominent criminal lawyers say tuey 
can undoubtedly be indicted for murder, 

Officer Matthew Joseph Deegan, the first vic- 
tim of the murderous bomb, was buried to-day 
in St. Boniface Cemetery. The funeral was not 
largely attended on account of the general ex- 
citement. Six officers acted as pall bearers. 
Deegan was a man of immense atature. 
He was over 6. feet in height and 
weighed 300 pounds. Officer flavin hada lez 
amputated to-day. His wife begged that it 
should not be taken off, until told that amputa- 
tion was his only chance. of recovery. Officers Red- 
dinand Jacob and Nels Hansen are not yet out 
of danger. Officer Madden, who was shot by 
Laffelharat, is getting better, while Laffelbardt, 
whom he shot In return, is dying. Officer Mur- 
Phy, whoce foot was blown off by the bomb, 
suifers much pain, but it ia thought will recover. 
Schumacher, who was in the crowd from which 
the bomb was thrown, is at death's door, 

The striking railroad freight handlers and 
switch tenders have not been able to drag to 
their side any other railroad employes. The 
impression is general that the ‘switch- 
men are on strike. This is not 60. 
“They are confounded. with tbe switch 
tenders, or pointsmen as they are called 
in England. They number only 30 men and are 
employed by the Chicago and Westera Indiana 
Railroad. The tracks of this road are used 
in entering the city by the Grand Trunk, 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, Wabash, Louis- 
ville, New-Albany and Chicago, and Chicago 
and Atlantic. Though few in number, the 
strike of these men has caused the roads much 
inconvenience, as neither engineers, firemen, nor 
switchmen consider it their duty to turn switch- 
es, and under mp eager yd circumstances would not 
be called upon to 46 so. 

Nearly the roads received notice to-day 
from the switchitenders that unless they were 
granted an increase of 20 ver cent. in their wages

promptly informed that owing to the pres- 
ent stagnation in business their demand 
could. not be granted, and that any man who 
stopped off work. may consider himself dis- 
charged and yeed not expect to be re-em- 
loyed. The anagers ony they expected 
his move on the part of the switch tend- 
ers and that new experienced men have 
m brought here to take the places 
of the strikers. In order to prevent interfer- 
ence on the part of the strikers outside of the 
city limits when the regular city police cannot 
be brought into requisition, they have engaged 
& large number of Pinkerton’s detectives for 
special duty until all danger has passed. 

The freight handlers bitterly denounce the 
switchmen because the latter do not refuse to 
move cars loaded by men who have taken their 
places. Raiiway officials are well satisfied with 
the progress made in their freight houses, on the 
whole. They are handling nearly as much 
freight as at any time before tho strike. The 
Chicavo, Milwaukee and St. Paul authorities 
think that their new men are doing more work 
proportionately than the old ones did, and at- 
tributo this to the fact that the men 
are well fed, get plenty of sleep, and 
have no opportunity to fill up with stimulants. 
Very few of these old men have turned up at 
any of the houses, and the local agents say that 
none of the new mén will be discharged to 
make room for those of the strikers who 
might exhibit a desire to return. The Fort 
Wayne is accepting all business offered at the 
Madison and Van Buren-street houses. The 
Eighteenth-street transfer house will be opened 
Monday at the latest. Some of the cld 
men who were forced out by the strikers have 
returned and are at work. No local switching 
is being done as yet, but this trouble, it is 
thought, will be over pvy Monday. There 
are 125 men at work, and % more 
will give them as :-many as they usu- 
ally employ. The Chicaguo and Alton and 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Roads were 
handling everything offered and delivering 
everything called for. The special police on the 
latter line were given a little something to do 
when a number of striking freight bandlers and 
switch tenders drove the engineers and firemen 
from their engines, but the crowd left when the 
police appeared. 

The Receivers of the Wabash experienced a 
great change of heart yesterday as to their de- 
sire to have Judge Gresham appoint Deputy 
Marshals, after his very sharp opinion on their 
application, and yesterday Mr. Tutt appeared 
before the Judge and said he was going down 
to the company’s yards to look over the situa- 
tion of affairs. He reappeared in the course of 
two hours and reported that the road was 
receiving and forwarding all freight of- 
fered, and there was at present no 
necessity for action on the part of the 
Court. There were small squads of strikers in 
the neighborhood but they were giving no 
trouble. For the time being, therefore, he de- 
fired to withdraw his application, as 
the local authorities were ample to 
protect the company’s property. The Judge 
reiterated his remarks of the day before, that 
the Receivers who had denied his jurisdiction 
only 10 days ago ought to be consistent in 
their jconduct, and not turn around and 
come to him as soon as there was any 
trouble. He considered he bad jurisdiction of 
the case, and should use his power promptly if it 
should become necessary. The probability is, 
however, that the Receivers will not call on bim, 
as to recognize. his jurisdiction migit put an 
awkward phase on the recent sale of the road, 
which has never been approved by the court 
here nor any decree entered here. 

Deering & Co.’3 men, numbering 1,800, returned 
to work to-day. ‘two elght-hour shifts will be 
worked. 

Fourteen hundred brickmakers went on strike 
to-day. Their wages hud been from $2 to $2 50 
per day. Eight thousand bricks constituted 
a day’s work. The men demanded _ tnat 
6,400 constitute a day’s work. The employers 
wanted to compromise on 7,000. The men seemed 
willing to avcept, but the union was not and or- 
dered a strike. A yard owner said that if the 
men’s demand was granted the public would be 
compelled to pay the difference. 

Quiet reigns in the vicinity of the McCor- 
mick works. A body of police is on guard, and 
strixers are afraid to venture near the works or 
interfere with the new employes. 

The Knights of Labor are endeavoring to ef- 
fect a settlement between the lumbermen and 
their employers. The mill owners will probably 
start their mills on Monday whether or not a 
settlement is made. Trouble may then occur if 
the strikers do not return to work, though little 
fear is entertained of any. 

The police allege that the incendiary circular 
distributed on tne night of the shooting was 
written and ordered by Adolph Fischer, the 
chief lieutenant of August Spies. He worked 
at the case in the Abeiter Zeitung oftice, 
and is a tall, rawboned Anarchist, 
upon whom the police found a_ three- 
edged knife anda pair of revolvers. The police 
claim that Fischer is a director of the Socialistic 
Publishing Company. and performed the dan- 
gerous work of the office. He and the other 
Anarchists will be given a hearing to-morrow 
morning ona writ of habeas corpus. The An- 
archists intend to deny that any dynamite was 
found inthe Arbeiter Zeitung otiice. 

The police relief fund now amounts to over 
$35,000. Among the subscriptions received to- 
day was oneot $500 from Deacon 8. V. White, 
of Wall-strest. 

Twenty of the Arbeiter Zeitung’s printers, who 
were arrested and held for indictment as acces- 
sories to the murders committed by the Anarch- 
ists on Tuesday night, have been discharged. It 
has been decided not to prosecute them. 

William Stahiknecht, the President ot the 
Cabinetmakers’ Union and a professional agi- 
tator, was arrested atan early hour this morn- 
ing on a warrant issued by Justice Brayton. 
Stahlknecht is accused of intimidating work- 
men. Thearrest was made near the house of 
the accused, and the private detective who 
effected it says the prisoner tried to cut him 
with a knife. Stahignecht has incurred the 
enmity of the Furniture Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation by inciting etrikes and preventing the 
men from conferring with their employera. It 
is alleged that he participated in Tuesday night's 
demonstration at the Haymarket. 





ON CALUMET LAKE IN A STORM. 


—_——~ »—_—__ 
ONE LIFE LOST AND MANY NARROW ESCAPES 
FROM DROWNING, 


CuicaGco, May 7.—The remarkable storm 
on Calumet Lake off Pullman yesterday after- 
noon was attended with several narrow es- 
capes from death, besides the loss of one 
lite. The day had been warm, clear 
and beautiful and so Springlike that everybody 
was tempted to go outdoors. Several persons 
sought the placid lake, and boats were in demand 
Adam Kerr and wife chartered a fishing boat 


and went to try their luck with lines. They 
anchored off the mouth of Calumet River pretty 
well in shore. Daniel Dunbar, a member 
of the Pullm Boat Club and a skillful oars- 
man and athlete,went out in one of the working 
boats of the club for an hour’s exercise. The 
boat was flat bottomed, 12 feet long, and carried 
heavy outriggers. Dunbar’s brother climbed on 
the grand stand of the Athletic Association's 
grounds, and prepared to watch Dan through 
a field giass. Four German carpenters 
employed in the Pullman’ shops and 
idle. because of the strike were out on the lake 
for a pleasure ride, and there were proba- 
bly eight or ten other crafts within balf 
a mile of the shore. All at once a wave 
of cold air came over the lake from 
theMnortheast. Behind it rolled a great 
bank of fog or bluish vapor, and with this 
a heavy squall. Every boat on the lake 
was lost to sight, but before the midst 
settled Dunbar saw his brother’s boat whirled 
round and round and_ then capsized. 
The ms) went into the water 
and was probably drowned at once, 
else he could have reached the shore not far 
distant by swimming. Every effort was made to 
reach him. Single boats, double-oared boats, and 
a four-oared gig put out from the sbore 
but they were swamped again and again by 
the tremendous sea running. The water was icy 
cold and the men in the boata were chilled 
and exhausted. Kerr and his wife were celieved 
to be lost, but they arrived here to-day, 
When the storm came up they were driven into 
the river,and in that way escaped. The boat 
in which the four Germans were rowing 
was capsized. One of the men was crazed by 
fear, and his struggles nearly drew his compan- 
ions under. By clinging to the boat they were 
carried into the edge of the marsh which fringes 
the lake the most of the way around. It 
was then dark, and not knowing where they 
were they stood in the icy water waist deep all 
night, aad were rescued this morning nearly 
dead from fright and exposure. Dunbar was a 
young Scotchman, and very popular in Puil- 
man. The lake is considered one of the most 
treacherous in the county. A few years ago 
nine lives were lost upon it in just such a storm.

n4.GREAT MASS MEETING IN:.THE’ 
ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 
SPEECHES BY PROMINENT MEN’ IN THE PRES-‘ 
ENCE: OF ! DISTINGUISHED PEOPLE—AT-- 
TEMPTED INTERRUPTION BY ROSSA. 


_ Not the voice of a Patti nor the blandish- 
ments of Col. Mapleson ever filled the Academy 
of Music as it was filled last might. It was a gen- 
uine outpouring of sympathizers with the 
fight for home rule for Ireland. Everybody: 
was there, and those who were absent 
were uot missed. The Academy was dec- 
orated with streamers, and depending 
from the galleries were festoons of 
American and Irish flags. The proscenium 
boxes were also draped with flags and banners 
and the insignia of the Home Rule Club of this 
city hung tothe right of the stage. The arms 
of the four Provinces of Ireland, Ulster, Mun- 
ster, Leinster, and Connaught, drooped from 
the centre of the proscenium arch, and was the 
most conspicuous object on entering the Acad- 
emy. 

Eugene Kelly, the Chairman of the Irish Par- 
liamentary Fund Committee, was one of the 
first to appear on the platform attirea in a dress 
suit, with white kid gloves. He bore a cheery 
smile, and busied himself about getting every- 
thing in order for the guests of the evening. 
The body of the hall was crowded before 8 
o*clock, and prominent men in business, science, 
and religion filled-the boxes and the platform. 
Archbishop Corrigan wasin one of the second 
tier proscenium boxes, attended by the Rev. 
Henry C. McDowell, the Rev. Father Donnelly, 
the Rev. Father Riordan, and several other 
The Archbishop evinced 
unusual interest in the meeting. Before the 
meeting was called to order many ladies were 
escorted to boxes. Several wore green ribbons 
or other decorations, showing their sympathy 
with the cause, and they applauded vigorously 
on every suitable occasion. 

On the platform were many conspicuous men. 
Gov. Hill entered shortly after Mayor Grace 
arrived, and both were vigorously applauded. 
Three cheers were given for each gentleman, 
and for Eugene Kelly as well as for Parnell, 
Gladstone, und Ireland. The list of Vice-Pres- 
idents included President’ Cleveland, Mayor 
Grace, ex-Senater Roscoe Conkling, Senator 
William M. Evarts, Gov. Leon Abbett, of 
New-Jersey; C. P. Huntington, the 
Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, Presiding 
Justice Noah Davis, and Justices Van 
Brunt, Andrews, O’Gorman, Larremore, Law- 
rence, Nehrbas, Allen, Van Vorst, and Giider- 
sieeve; Mayor Whitney,{ot Brookiyn; the Rev.

Mayor Grace was again vigorously applauded 
when he was introduced as the temporary 
Chairman of the meeting by Mr. Eugene Kelly. 
The Mayor said that though his physicians had 
forbidden him to attend the meeting, he felt 
**that the presence of the Mayor of the City ot 
New-York upon such an occasion will be only a 
further proof, if such be needed, that the 
American people have made up their minds 
definitely upon the great question which is now 
agitating the British Empire; that their sym- 
pathy is unreservedly with Mr. Gladstone in the 
crowning work of his long and useful career 
and with the aims and aspirations of Mr. 
Parneil and the Irish Parliamentary party. The 
principle embodied in the proposed measure for 
the relief of Ireland evokes, by its mere mention, 
the enthusiasm of any assembiage of true Amer- 
icans gathered togther for the purpose of ex- 
pressing a friendly interest in a great crisis in 
the history of a friendly power. It appeals, it is 
true, to Irishmen and the descendants of Irish- 
men, to representatives of the Irish race and not 
anarchists as Englishmen would fain believe. 
It is well for English Tories to understand that 
Mr. Gladstone has the moral support of the best 
element of the Irish in America, of men who 
have fought and suifered for a principle such as 
our own Sixty-ninth Regiment. It is well too 
for them to know that Mr. Gladstone has the 
moral support of distinctively American sym- 
pathy. 

‘**Americans believe in home rule. However 
they may differ in religion, in politics, or in in- 
herited trace tendencies they are firmly and 
unitedly committed to a belief in self-rovern- 
ment. Such a gathering as this to-night ts ani- 
muted by no-spirit of hostility to the mother 
country; we meet not as enemies of England, 
but as friends of Ireland, and in every heart in 
this assemblage there is a chord which vibrates 
to thatin the Irish heart, upon which Mr. Par- 
nell bas played so skillfully. Beyond this we 
meet to edvocate a great principle, the 
right of communities, great and smail, to 
govern themselves and to administer their own 
affairs. We believe that when this great ques- 
tion is once settled England and Ireland wiil 
both be happier, both better, both stronger; 
that the sneer which arrives on every lip when 
Englishmen talk of being the consistent friends 
of.freedom will pass away, and then, and not till 
then, will Englishmen be eligible for admission 
into that great brotherhood of men who be- 
lieve in and consistently battle for the princi- 
ple of full representation and an absolute and 
inalienable right of government by the peo- 
ple and tor the people, through institutions of 
their own making and in their own control.” 

The Mayor then paid a compliment to Gov. 
Hill as an official in favor of home rule here as 
wellasin Ireland, and introduced him as the 
presiding officer of the evening. Gov, Hill was 
received with thunders of applause as he stepped 
to the front of the platform. Several times he 
essayed to speak, but each time he was com- 
pelled to desist in order to permit the audience 
to rid itself of some of its surplus enthusiasm. 
Finally, after the band bad _ been = ai- 
lowed to play a few _bars of ** My father and 
mother were Irish,” he tound opportunity to 
talk, The Governor thanked those present fer 
their kind welcome, and said be came to listen 
rather than to talk. It was worth the while of 
any one to come a very Jong way to witness 
such a demonstration in behalf of Ireland. ** For 
the kind partiality of your committee in invit- 
ing me to preside on this occasion,” the 
Governor continued, ‘*1 tender you my heart. 
telt thanks. The right of a free people to gov- 
ern‘themselves by their own system of govern- 
ment, or their own Parliament, and to own the 
80i) upon which they live, presents a@ cause dear 
to every American heart. We as Americans do 
not propose to improperly interfere in the 
governmental affairs of Great Britain. But our 
sympathies are our own, and our money is our 
Own, and we have aright the dispose of both as 
we will. We have the right at all times to place 
either our money or our sympathy where 
we think it will do the most good. 
The faithful Parnell [great applause,} the 
great Gladstone [applause] are engaged in a con- 
test in behalf of a great principle that should be 
dear to the heart of every man. I am glad to 
be present on this occasion, and especially glad 
to witness the immense demonstration. I[t was 
a very great gathering of men of ali classes, the 
merchants, the bakers, and all branches of busi- 
ness. You are assembied here to give expression 
to your sentiments in favor of home rule for 
Ireland.” [Cheers.] 

Gov. Hill then referred to some comments of 
the Londow ‘elegraph on the recent riots in 
Chicago showing that the Irish people here 
were getting as irreconcilable as the Irishmen at 
home. Hiasaid that this great and orderly as- 
semblage, gathered together with the Mayor as 
temporary presiding officer, was a sufficient an- 
swer to such a calumny asthat. [Applause.] If 
there was ever a struggle that was conducted in 
an orderly and peaceful manner it was the con- 
test of Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Parnell in Ireland 
to-day. Home rule might not come this year 
nor next year, but it would surely come. [Ap- 
plause.] 

The Governor introduced Judge Edward 
Browne, who, after saying afew preliminary 
words, read the resolutions. These were ziven 
in yesterday’s Times. They strongly supported 
both Mr. Parnell and Mr. Gladstone, and called 
upon all friends of Ireland to stand shoulder to 
shoulder in the contest for. home rule. 
The resolutions were adopted by a rising 
vote. Prof. Greener, the Secretary of the 
meeting, was about to read the letters 
received from gentiemen unable to attend 
the meeting, when O’Donovan Rossa, who hada 
seat in the centre of the orchestra, arose and 
sald he desired to offer some opposition to the 
‘resolutions that had been read.

They simply went ahead 
and did their duty by the country of their adop- 
tion, 

Gen. James R. O’Beirne referred to the in- 
tended departure ot Joseph J. O’Donobue for 
Europe, and moved that he be directed to 
deliver the resolutions that were adopted by the 
meeting to Mr. Parnell and Mr. Gladstone.

AN AMERICAN SCHOONER SEIZED. 
MontrREAL, May 7.—A dispatch from Hali- 
fax announces the first seizure of American fish- 
ermen by the Canadian authorities at Digby,a 
port on the Bay of Fundy, to-day. Two Ameri- 
can fishermen arrived there yesterday to pro- 
cure bait, knowing that the flagship Lans- 


downe was in St. John. A teiegram was sent 
by the Customs Collector and early this 
morning the steamer made her appear- 
ance.

from the Turkish capital M. Conduriott, the 
.Greek Minister. Greek troops are being burried 
to the front with ail possible speed. The soldierg 
at the garrison here received with cheers the 
orders to march.}? All the foreign Ministers have 
embarked on the vessels of their respective na- 
tions to depart from Greece. The powers have 


given orders to their fleets to blockade the Greek 
ports. 


Tewfik Bey, the Turkish Minister, when he de- 
parted hence to-day, took with him all the mem- 
bers of the staff of the Turkish Legation and 
caused all his and their personal effects to be re- 
moved. The Secretaries of the other foreign 
Jegations will remain in an unofficial capacity 
for a time at least. The Russian Minister did not 
leave when the other Ministers departed, not 
-having been instructed to do so. 

The Peloponnesian Army kas been ordered to 
Thessaly. The movements of the Turkish Army 
threaten to make Thessaly the scene of the first 


warlike operations. The indications now point 
toa Turkish advance by way of Larissa. The 
Greek reserves at Volo and Valestino have been 
pushed tothe front. The regiment designated 
as the King’s Escort is ready to start for the 
front. The Government has announced its in- 
tention of defending Greek territory against 
any and all advances by foreign soldiers. 

Two battalions of the Athens garrison have 
already started for the frontier. The soldiers 
went out with great entbusiusm. They wil!) em. 
bark at Laurium in order to avoid the block- 
aders stationed to cover the other water routes.

ARBITRATION IN THE ERIZ COMPANY’S-GASH 
—GEN. BUTLER AS CROSS-EXAMINER. 

Boston, May 7.—Col. John H. George, 
of Concord, N. H.; W. D. Caldwell, of Nashua, j 
N. H., and Charles H. Allen, of Boston, arbvi-! 
trators of the claims and counter claims of 
the Erie Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany of New-York on the one hand 
and William <A. Irzham, Loren N. Downs, 
William H. Bent and others, members of what 
is known as the Lowell Telephone syndicate, on 
the other, gave a further hearing here to-day. 
These claims grew out of a suit brought by the 
Erie Company against the sydicate to recover 
$32,000, the amount of the alleged overcharge on 
the purchase of the Southeastern Dakota and the 
Arkansas Telephone Companies. This was de- 
cided against the syndicate and they refunded 
to the company the amount, with interest 
to July, 1883. Messrs. Ingham, Downs, and 
Best then filed claims for compensation for 
services rendered as Directors and officers of, 
the Erie Company, and by mutual agreement 
these were left to a board of arbitration 
whose decision should be final. The Directors 
of the company then filed various claims 
to olfset- those of the (3yndicate, which 
were also referred to ‘the arbitrators. 
These counter-claims of the Erie amount 
to $127.000, and are made up of alleged losses to 
it in the purchase of telephone lines, exchanges, 
inferior material, constructidn of hoes, and 
various other items made by the defend- 
ants. The counsel for the Hrie Company 
before the arbitrators are Gen. Butler, Joshua 
N. Marshall, and William H. Anderson, of Low- 
ell, and for the syndicate G. F. and D. 8. 
Richardson, of Lowell, and M. F. Dickerson, of 
Boston. Mr. Bent, cross-examined by Gen. But- 
ler to-day, gave some interesting testimony. He 
said he put $12,500 cash into the Northwestern 
Company, and then Gen. Butler asked: 

s “Now, Sir, did the syndicate ever give any 
money for a other purpose ?*” 

Mr. Bent—We contributed toward the election 
of Gen. Butler for Governor. 

Gen. Butier—That is the only good thing 1 
ever beard of your doing. I am glad to know it. 
. ? Bent—It was the most foolish thing 1 ever 

id. 
He had made other contributions to Lowell in- 
stitutions, but did not remember in what 
amounts. Tne contributions were made 
both individually and tor the syn- 
dicate. Then he continued: “I don’t 
kKnOW that the Erie Company paid 
$7,000 more for the Eastern Dakota Company 
than was received by that company, but I sup- 
posed that was so. Seventy-seven thousand 
dollars in all was paid by the Erie, and L under- 
stood that $70,000 was paid to the seller.” 

Gen. Butler had produced a receipt in wit- 
ness’s handwriting for $7,000. signed by A. S. 
Temple and E. KB. Dyer, the differeuce between 
the money psid and received, which they got 
tor compieting the transaction. 

Mr. Bent—It wasa part of that $7,000 that I 
was sued for and paid. 

Gen. Butier—Do you know the signature of 
Logan H. Root, whose name is attached to this 
paper? 

Mr. Bent—I do not. 

Gen. Butler—He was a member of Congress 
from Arkansas, was be not ? 

Mr. Bent—I don't know how low or how high 
he ever got. 

Gen. Butler—You know he got into the tele- 
phone business, don’t you? 

Mr. Bent—He was getting up then. 

Gen. Butler read paper conveying the Arkan- 
sas Company to the Southwestern Telegraph 
and Telephone Company of New-York, the con- 
sideration being $100 and other vaiuabies. 
This was signed at the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel, New-York, May 25, 1883, 
by Logan H. Root, President. A waiver ot 
notice signed by W. H. Bent, L. H. Root, 
W. A. Ingham, and others of the Directors, 
was also put in. Mr. Bent then further 
testified that a Saratoga company was 
purchased by the syndicate, and its stock put on 
the market. He couldn’t teil what they paid for 
it. They gave a note, and money was paid 
for it after it was resold. The profit was 
divided in stock. Stock of the New-York and 
Long Island Telephone Company was also 
bought and resold. The profit on this, said the 
witness, was very small, for telepuone profits. 
His share was $6,000 or $7,000. 

Gep. Butler—You used to sing at funerals at 
$5 a has When did you go out of that busi- 
ness 

Mr. Bent—If that is a proper question I will 
answer that it was in the Fall of 1882. 
My wife sane in a choir. [ took an 
oftice with the telephone company in March, 
1883. They were the national Bell, of Maine, 
Suburan, of Boston, Granite State, of New- 
Hempshbire, Bay State. Northern Massa- 
chusetts, Loweli District. Union, of Sara- 
toga, Boston and Northern, and North- 
west.” His salary, he said, was first $2,500, 
and then $3,000, increased in October, 1883, 
when the companies were consolidated into the 
New-England Company.

A WARNING 70 LOOK 
JURY FIXERS. 
SEVEN MORE ALDERMEN PLEAD NOT GUILTY 
—SELECTING JORORS FOR THE JAEHNE 
TRIAL. 

Frequenters of the Distriot Attorney’s 
office waited patiently-all of yesterday for the 
arrival of the bribe givers for whose arrest war- 
rants were granted some time ago. The fact 
that such warrants were in existence was 
well known to visitors in the General Ses- 
sions Buliding on Thursday, and it was given 
put that they would positiveiy be served yester- 
day. District Attorney Martine said to a report- 
er of TH= TIMES late yesterday afternoon that 
it was doubtful whether he would make the ar- 
rests lastevening. He was very busy preparing 
the Jachne case, and he bad good reasons for de- 
laying for a few hours. 

Judge Cowing’s court room, in the General 
Sessions Building, was crowGed in the morning 
by persons who came to see seven alleged 
*“boodie” Aldermen plead to the indictment 
against them for bribery. When everything 
was in readiness Clerk Hall called the names 
of Charles H. Reilly, Jobn O'Neil, Henry lL 
Sayles, Frederick Finck, Arthur J. McQuade, 
Thomas Sheils, and William H. Miller. All ex. 
cepting Miller stepped up to the prisoner’s bar, 
responded to their names, and pleaded not 
guilty. Orlando B. Stewart responded for ex- 
Alderman Miller, pleading not guilty for bim. 
Frederick Finck, Jr.. who was counsel for his 
tather, in interposing a plea of not guilty for 
his client reserved the right to witharaw that 
plea. Heaskedfortime. Judge Cowing said te 
would give him until Monday. Young Mr. Finck 
was scarcely satisfied. It was a question in bis 
mind whether he would not move to quash the 
indictment. His Honor said that he might think 
it over until Monday, ana closed the debate. 

In the Court ot Oyer and Terminer, in the aft- 
ernoon, the County Cierk’s big wheel, which has 
not been used since the trial of William M. 
Tweed, was brought in and placed on the bench. 
Tne ceremony of drawing a panel of jurors for 
the A!derman Jaebne trial was to be performed. 
Seated on the bench were Judge Barrett, County 
Cierk Flack, and Sheriff Grant. In the inclosure 
forthe Clerk sat Charies Reilly, the Commis- 
sioner of Jurors. District Attorney Martine oc- 
cupied the witness chair. Five hundred names 
were placed in the box and 150 names were 
drawn. From these a jury totry Jaehne may 
be selected on Monday. The names of the 150 
were not furnished to the reporters for two 
reasons. One was that Jaehne might at once 
seek an introduction to each of them, and the 
other was that the 150 might go on an excursion 
and thus avoid service of the official notice. 
Jaehne’s trial will be begun on Monday. 

Jt was rumored about the District Attorney’s 
office that aiter the Senate investigating com- 
mittee has concluded its labors John Keenan, 
who has no fear of arrest or indictment, will re- 
turn to this city from Montreal, and that he will 
be accompanied by Alderman De Lacy. The 
Senate committee is to meet this, morning in 
Clarence A. Seward’s office, in Nassau-street. 
Lawyer Richard 8S. Newcombe evidently does 
not **teke much stock” in John Scott, who is to 
be called as a wituess before the Senate commit- 
tee to-day. Hetold an astonishing story con- 
cerning some one whom he describes as a former 
purchaser of horses for the Fire Department, 
He says that this man came to him witb an un- 
sigued affidavit, purporting to be a statement 
rnade by Seott concerning Jaehne and Alter, and 
that the man expressed the belief that this state- 
ment, when signed, might be used greatly to 
Jaehne’s injury.

Was started for the purpose of destroying Scott’s 
eredibility as a witness before the Senate com- 
mittee, and that it was not a story that should 
be believed. Scottisaman of good standing, 
He is a contractor, and had purcbased jeweiry 
nt various times at Juehne’s store. He had thus 
become well acquainted with Alter, Jaehne’s 
clerk. Scott has been before the Grand Jury, 
ana has told what he learned from Alter of 
Jaehne’s concuct. He isto repeat this story to 
the Senate committee, 

Charies P. Miller, whois familiar with all the 
movements made and to be made by the District 
Attorney inthe prosecution of the boodjemen, 
retursed from Albany ata late hour last even- 
ing. He was seen at the Murray Hill Hotel 
by a reporter of ‘nk Times. Mr. Miller, 
alter expiaining the modus operandiof securing 
persons eligible as jurors from the vast vopula- 
tion of New-York, said thatthere was nothing 
to prevent certain Officials, if they were 
eorrupt,. from fixing things s0 that a 
jury to the liking of the defense in 
nny civil or criminal action might be procured. 
When a panel of jurors bad been drawn and the 
list given to a Sheriff’s Deputy for service that 
official might serve only those whom he consid- 
cred men approachable in a crooked sense. 

Whenthe Jurors came into court, ard their 
names, Places of business, &c., became known, 
then the amateur and professional jury fixers 
began to do their work. 

Mr. Miller said that there was no doubt what- 
ever that every one of the boodie Aldermen and 
their friends, the Broadway Railroad people 
and their friends, and politicians of all 
parties bave set themselves to work to 
tamper with any panel that may be drawn 
in the boodlemen’strials.:They boast every where 
that it will be impossible for the District At- 
torney to convict Jaehne orany of the Alder- 
men, and say that the best that Mr. Martine can 
hope for is a disagreement of the jury in those 
eases. The bettingisin favor of a disagreement. 

Mr. Martine bas an abundance of evidence to 
secure a conviction, and bas nothing to 
fear excepting the juror fixers. It is 
well known that there are jury fixers,

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QUIET AGAIN AT CANTON, 


THE ANXIETY OF FOREIGNERS, HOWRVER, 
NOT YET AT REST. 
Canton, China, March 22.—Since my let- 


ter of 10 days ago everything has assumed a. 


quiet aspect here. Through the energy and tact 
displayed by our Consul, Mr. Charles Seymour, 
an attack from a Chinese mob has probably been 
avoided, and the Viceroy ot the Province has 
been kept to his promises to do all in his power 
to prevent an uprising. Heretofore tne mob or 
rabble bave been worked up into active riot 
by the display of posters and handbills all 
through the city, but this time tne Viceroy 
was warned in time, and all such things 
were prohibited. But the danger is not 
past by any means. The persecuted Chinese 
have begun to arrive from San _ Francisco, 
and as they circulate their stories of wrongs 
throughout the city great care will have to be 
taken to keep their numerous friends quiet. 
Three days ago I had occasion to go into the old 
city with a friend on business, and it was any- 
thing but a pleasant walk, as we could hear oc- 
casional mutterings against us, and every time 
we stopped we were surrounded by a gathering 
of unfriendly jooking natives. After going 
some distance into the town we saw that these 
mutterings were growing more distinct. We 
then considered discretion the better part of 
valor and postponed our business until another 
day. We were giad, indeed, to see the foreign 
settlement again, as a number of villainous 
looking fellows bad been following us for some 
time. 

Acouple of days ago the United States cor- 
vette Alert arrived, und ina few days a French 
gunboat isexpected. I cannot say that I think 
the arrival of a French man-of-war will add at 
ail to the feeling of security,as the Chinese firmly 
believe that they have whipped the French and 
are inclined to treat them with contempt. In 
fact their arrival will if anything tend to excite 
an uprising. The near future looks anything 
but cheering, for as each steamer arrives from 
San Francisco with numbers of returning 
Chinese the feeling against foreigners, and es- 
pecially Americans, is bound to be kept up, and 
great tact must still be displayed. The foreign 
settlement is situated in what was once 
but a mud bank. It was 
coneeded to the Snglish and French 
at the close of the last war. It is now one of 
the loveliest spots in China. A fine stone wall 
was built around the original mud bank, after 
which it was filled in, forming a small island 
about six fect above the level of the river. 
Broad streets were laid out and trees planted on 
either side, which have obtained such a magnifi- 
eent growth that their upper branches touch 
each other, forming a beautiful arch of shade, 
which, in the Summer time, is the only redeem- 
ing feature of the place, as the heat is intense. 
The isiand is connected with the city by two 
bridges, at which policemen are stationed, to 
natives who have not business 
settlement. The closing up of 
the South Channel, so that none but 
small steamers can come up, has dam- 
aged the business of the city very much, 
The Chinese officials state that us soon as they 
have settled all their difficulties with the French 
and their boundary between ‘'onquin and China 
is fixed they will reopen the South Channel. By 
many this statement is looked upon us a mere 
pretext to keep on hampering foreign trade, as 
the Viceroy is noted for his dislike of foreigners 
and of foreign trade. Still the Chinese must 
trade with us, whether they likeitornot. The 
immense opium crop of India must be disposed 
of, the English and American manufacturers 
must rid themselves of their surplus stock of 
cottons and other goods, and I should not be 
surprised at any time to hear that the Consuls 
bad demanded the opening of the South Channel 
in the interests of trade. 

To-morrow we expectto recive our home mail, 
and we all hope it will contain more assuring 
news from the Pacific slope. It is far from pleas- 
ant living in such a state of uncertainty as 
has existed here for some time back, and we 
shall never feei safe so long as the Chinese are 
boycotted and persecuted in the States. The 
Alert will undoubtedly remain here to protect 
the settlement until she is relieved by some 
other vessel of the squadron. The Marion still 
remainsat Whampoa. Last Friday the whole 
settlement went down and took the ships by 
storm.

THREE WOMEN FATALLY SHOT. 

NASHVILLE, Mav 7.—Information was re- 
ceived at a late hour to-night of a terrible triple 
tragedy which occurred this morning at Madder 
Hill, a small village 15 miles from Gallatin, 
inthe southwestern part of Sumner County. 
Among the residents of Madder Hill were 
Mrs. Nels Johnson, a widow, and two 
daughters. To one of tke girls Polk 


Martin, a well knowncharacter, had been paying 
much attention andit was apparent tothe people 
of the neighborhood that the two were much at- 
tachedto each other. It became known recentiy 
that on account of the jealous disposition of 
one of the sisters trouble had arisen in the 
family and that Martin’s friendship was rap- 
idly turning to hatred. To-day Martin, having 
brooded over the matter until he became 
desperate, armed himself and proceeded 
to the home of the Johnsons. Soon after 
he entered the house a_ quarrel arose 
and Martin shot Mrs. Johnson, inflicting 
a serious and probably fatal wound. An in- 
stant later he turned the weapon upon 
one of the daughters and tired, the 
girl falling a corpse. The murderer 
next turned his attention tothe remaining sis- 
ter, Who was speechless with horror at the fate 
of ber mother and sister. She, too, was shot, the 
wound being mortal. Martin, aftersurveying the 
prostrate forms of bis three victims, shot and 
killed himself. The reports of the revolver 
alarmed the neighbors, who rushed to the 
scene and rendered all possible aid to Mrs. 
Johnson and her daughters, who were suffering 
intensely. Upon being questioned they told the 
story of the terrible crime.

FARMER HEGEMAN’S BODY FOUND. 

On the night of the 8lst of December 
last, Clinton B. Hegeman, a wealthy young far- 
mer of Greenvale, Long Island, mysteriously 
disappeared. Early yesterday morning his body 
was as mysteriously found, floating in Hemp- 
stead harbor, near the Glenwood dock. John 
Mott, a clam-digger, who was going out to 
his work, drew the body to the shore.

CINCINNATI PROTECTS .HER CITIZENS—DE-’* 


TROIT STRIKERS WEAKENING, AND NEW 
STRIKES ELSEWHERE. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 7.—Steps have 
been taken by the authorities to completely 
crush what is left of the strike to-morrow. The 
Mayor has issued a proclamation guaranteeing 
protection to al) strikers or others who desire to 
goto work. Inorderto fulfill this promise he 
bas called out through the Governor the Third, 
Seventh, and Fourteenth Regiments of militia, 
which are now on their way here from Columbus 
and Springfield. These regiments, added to the 
First, which belongs here, and is under arms, 
will constitute a force of nearly 2,000 men, with 
one battery and eight Gatling guns. In addi- 
tion there are upward of 1,000 policemen, regu- 
lar and special, who will also be detailed to duty 
in guarding from assault or annoyance the men 
returning to work. It isnot expected that when 
the strength of the military and police forces is 
understood there will be any serious attempts to 
interrupt work wherever employment is ac- 
cepted. 

Detroit, Mich, May %—The_ strike 
here 1s manifestly weakening. As many 
men are out as ever, but the action in shut- 
ting down of the Pullman works, the Mich- 
igan Central shops, and other establishments 
where there Was no actual strike, has had a de- 
cidedly cooling effect on the whole business and 
has raised a counter feeling on the part of men 
thus summarily turned out of work by the heed- 
less action ot their fellows. There has been 
little speech-making to-day, although there 
have been one or two large gatherings. 
Claire, the conceited leader, and the cause 
of the whole trouble, is evidently growing nerv- 
ous over the situation. He to-day secured the 
intervention of three prominent outsiders, well 
known friends of the workingmen, and they 
volunteered to go to the Michigan Car Company 
and Detroit Steel and Spring Works Officials to 
secure terms on which the strikers from those 
shops might go back to work. Little progress 
has been made thus far, as the companies are 
very firm and declare their inability to make 
any considerable concessions, but it is likely 
that this move marks tne beginning of a speedy 


collapse of the whole strike. Good order is main- 
tained. 


BurraLto, N. Y., May 7.—It looks at 
present as though the.drivers and:conductors on 
the street railways of'this city will have to strike 
if they hope to gain the demands made of the 
railway companies. These demands were that 
work sbould not avérage over 12 hours a day; 
that at least 30 minutes be allowed for meals; 
that men running extra cars be paid from the 
time the cars leave the barn until they return; 

_that conductors be paid $2 a day and drivers 
$1 80; that for extra time conductors re- 
ceive 25 cents and drivers 20 cents per 
hour; that drivers receive their pay in full. 
it has been the practice to pay drivers $1 65 per 
day, retaining 25 cents until theend of the year, 
when, if a man has worked that length of time, 
he receives the amount held back. The com- 
pany bas agreed to these propositions in full or 
in part, except the increase of wages. The men 
then proposed arbitration, but the company 
sentareply in which they say: ‘* We are per- 
feetly familiar with our, business and its possi- 
bilities, and have met your claims with fairness 
and the knowledge that our business would 
not allow any further increase of wages.’”? The 
men will take still further steps to reach a set- 
tlement of the question of waves, but if unsuc- 
cessful the impression among them isthata 
strike.will be ordered on ali the 45 miles of road 
in the city. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., May 7.—About 11 
o’clock thie morning a number of masons and 
their helpers were driven from their work near 
the corner of Smith-avenue and Caroline-street 
by the strikers. Several of the workmen were 
hit by bricks, but none of them were, seriously 
injured. 

AMSTERDAM, N, Y., May 7.—At Fort 
Plain to-day the 50 employes of the Fort Plain 
Furniture Company went outon strike. The 
company would not accept the scale of wages 
proposed by the Knights. 


ToLEeDO, Ohio, May 7.—The bricklayers 
at work on new buildings in this city held a 
secret meeting the other day and adopted the 
rule of nine hoursa day. The strike was made 
pursuant to orders from the General Sessions 
recently held in St. Louis. At that meeting 
Soutbern members of the Bricklayers’Union de- 
manded eight hours, while those of the Western 
and Middle States wanted to work the usual ten 
hours for ten hours’ pay. A compromise was 
effected, and under the rules of the union nine 
hours was to constitute a day’s work after May 
1. The Toledo bricklayers did not inform the 
bosses, but all this week kave quit work at5 
o’clock. To-day the bosses resolved to finda 
motive for this action, when they were informed 
of the resolutions. Nine hours was accordingly 
made the rule by the contractors. The move- 
ment is understood to be general all over the 
country. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—A number of 
carpenters who are on strike for an advance in 
wages Visited the building now being erected at 
Eleventh and Market streets to-day, and en- 
deavored to induce the 5U carpenters employed 
there to join in the movement. The contractor, 
Allen B. Rorke, ordered the strikers to leave the 
premises, but they refused to go, and he sum- 
moved an officer, who arrested James Orriek 
and H. Broderick, who wereijiocked up. The 
strikers succeeded in getting 6 of the 50 carpen- 
ters to stop work. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., May 7.—The “‘ teasers” 
and ‘“*mixers’ in 20 south side glass factories 
who recently demanded a 10 per cent. advance ju 
wages put on their coats at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing and walked out, the increase not having been 
granted. The factories are still in operation in 
the other departments, and a general shut down 
is not anticipated. Between 200 and 800 men are 
engaged in the strike. The building trades’ 
strikes for shorter hours promise to result fa- 
vorably to the men. Four furniture factories 
started up to-day at the strikers’ terms, and ail 
of the others are expected to follow within the 
next 24 hours. The stonemasons report a sim- 
ilar condition of affairs, Fully two-thirds of the 
contractors have signed the scale, and the men 
have resumed work, 


LowELt, Mass., May 7.—About 20 bobbin ; 


tenders employed by the Boot Manufacturing 
Company struck tosday for $1 perday. They 
have been receiving but 92 cents, while other 
corporations are paying $1 10 and $1 20 per day 
for the same work. Henry W. Powell, a mem- 
ber of the committee, while endeavoring to per- 
suade other tenders to come out at noon, after 
being warned off the premises, was arrested for 
intimidation and locked up.

RIED ON, 

The enrolled Republicans in this city 
yesterday participated in primary elections, at 
which there were chosen members of the As- 
sembly District Committees, delegates to 
the County Committee, enrolling officers, 
inspectors of election and officers of the 
enrolled Republicans in the various districts. 
‘The elections were in most cases conducted 
quietly, and there were few bitter contests. The 
recognized leaders met with opposition in the 
Fourth, Sixth, Eleventh, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Twenty-first, and Twenty-second 
Assembly Districts. For the first time in some 
years there was no contest in the Twenty-third 
District. In the districts where there were no 
contests the vote was generally light. Sheridan 
Shook is one of the delegates to the County 
Committee from the Fifteenth District. 

In the Kighth District, where there was no 
opposition, “Barney” O'Rourke, who was 
accused of selling out John W. Jacobus for 
Andrew J. White, the County Democracy 
candidate for Sheriff, was elected Presi- 
dent of the District Association, and 
The five clection district captains who were ac- 
cused of aiding O’Rourke, and whom the County 


Committee refused to discipline, were elected as 
delegates to the new County Committee. : 

Inthe Fourth Assembly District Johu Collins 
and William H. Qownley, who managed the 
regular ticket, were opposed by Republicans who 
Claimed that they haa not been allowed access 
to the enroliment books. The regular ticket 
was successful, receiving 171 votes to 47. . 

The opposition in the Sixta District was head- 
ed by John Stiebling, an employe of the Post 
Office, who mage a thorough canvass of the per- 
sons enrolled and gave ex-Harbor Master 
John Simpson a fight for the Jeadership. 
He was assisted in his efforts, it is claimed, by 
the Simpson faction, by Police Commissioner 
French, who was anxious'to see the present in- 
cumbent beaten. Some color was given 
this assertion by the fact that some 
of the members of the steamboat squad 
who are friends of Stiebling were detailed at the 
polling place? and did all in their power to se- 
cure votes for their friend. During the after- 
noon a young man claiming to be Carl Peterson, 
of No. 198 Clinton-street, tried to vote. 
Stiebling at once challenged bim, and he 
was arrested and spent last evening in 
the Delancey-street station. He will be ar- 
raigped at the Essex Market Court to-day on a 
charge of violating the election law. In the even- 
ing. it having been asserted that the Strebling 
faction would create a disturbance and balk the 
Inspectors in their duty, Acting Captain Griffiths 
detailed about a dozen stalwart policemen at the 
polls and prevented any row. It was nearly 12 
o'clock before the result of the ballot was 
known. Simpson had won, receiving 452 votes 
and Stiebling but 312. “I’m going to take this 
up town,” said Stiebling when he heard the 
news, ‘and contest it to the end.” Charles 
Major, one of the inspectors representing the 
opposition, refused to sign the inspectors’ cer- 
titicate. ae? 

For the first time in twelve years an opposition 
ticket was placed in the field in the Eleventh As- 
sembly District. Many Republicans did not learn 
of its existence until they went_to vote. ‘he 
opposition was worked up by A. P. Thornton, a 
lawyer, who came to this city from St. Lawrence 
County two years ago with the ambition of 
representing the Eleventh District in the As- 
sembly. He athered about him a fol- 
lowing of colored men who felt  dis- 
satisfied with their representation in the 
party organization, and prepared to 
make a contest at the primary election. He made 
up aticket without consulting all the persons 
whose names he used. Assemblymert Ray Ham- 
ilton learned for the first time late last 
evening that the was running on the op- 
position ticket tor President of the district 
association. Charles N. Taintor, who lives in 
the Third District, was run without his knowl- 
edge as one of the delegates to the County Com- 
mittee. Fourteen colored men were on both 
tickets. The opposition ticket got 55 votes and 
the regular ticket 172. } 

The opposition in the Sixteenth District was 
of the usual kind. ~~ Michael Cregan car- 
ried the day, however. The opposition ticket was 
headed by Sherman Evarts, When the represent- 
atives of the anti-Cregan faction sought to put 
clerks and watchers at the polis, they were pre- 
vented from doing so, and ordered out the room. 
The leaders of the opposition vainiy protested 
against this kind of treatment. Charges are made 
that many Democrats were allowed to vote the 
Cregan ticket, while well known Republicans 
were excluded from voting. Outof an enroll- 
ment of 850 only 419 votes were cast, of which 
859 were for the Cregan ticket, ; 

The contest in the Seventeenth Assembly Dis- 
trict was not developed until 5 o’clock, 
when it became known that ex-Police Commis- 
sioner Joel W. Mason had _ placed an opposition 
ticketin thefield. Frank Ethridge and Francis C. 
Upton headed this ticket. A very weak fight 
against the regular or McClave-Simonson ticket 
was made, however, it receiving all but 89 of the 
439 votes cast. 

The Twenty-first Assembly District contest 
was between ex-Assembleman Theodore Roose- 
velt, and a ticket headed by Ethan Allen and 
Charles H. Knox, but which was really the 
ticket of the machine Republicans of 
the district. The Roosevelt ticket was elected, 
receiving 293 votes to 268 for the Allen and Knox 
ticket. There was a great deal of scratching, 99 
scratched Knox tickets being voted and 3b 
scratched Roosevelt ballots being deposited. 

In the Twenty-second District Mr. John H. 
Gunner, the son of Police Captain Gunner, was 
opposed by Henry C. Robinson, Mr. Stephenson, 
and other Republicans in the district. The 
Gunner ticket was elected, receiving 470 votes to 
105,

SIMILAR ACCIDENTS TO BROTHERS. 

From the San Francisco Chronicle, April 30. 

The truthfulness of the old saying that 
misfortunes never come singly is sustained in 
the strange fatality following John and Maurice 
Nugent, brothers, wno reside in Oakland. Both 


men are candymakers by trade, and Maurice had 
been employed in San José for the past six 
months. On Wednesday afternoon he deter- 
mined to come to this city, and as he was board- 
ing the train inthe San José station he slipped 
and fell. Before he could recover himself his 
left arm was so badly crushed by the wheels of 
the moving train that it was found neces- 
sary to amputate it near the shoulder. 
His brother, John Nugent, was in San José 
in search of employment at the time, but he did 
not hear of the accident which had befallen 
Maurice. He was without money, and being de- 
sirous of returning to this city he started out to 
walk. Hereached Menlo Park early yesterday 
morning as the freight train was passing, and he 
boarded the cars with the intention of stealing a 
ride. He rode as far as San Matec, and while en- 
deavoring to climb to the root of one of the curs 
he lost bis balance and fell to the track, the 
wheels of the cars passing over his left arm above 
the elbow. His cries for help attracted the at- 
tention of a brakeman, who had the train 
stopped, andthe unfortunate man was picked up 
and brought to this city, and the injured mem- 
ber was amputated near the shoulder joint. 





THE GREAT TOWER FOR PARIS, 
Paris Dispatch to the London Standard, 

M. Fiffel, a civil engineer, has submitted 
for approval to the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry. M. Lockroy, the plans of a colossal 
tower which he proposes to erect withfn the 
precincts of the Exhibition of 1889. This pro- 
posed monument consists of an iron framework 
or scaffolding 975 feet high, through which the 
wind might circulate freely. In shape it resem- 
bles a lighthouse. ln heavy weather the platform 
above would swing to and fro like a masthead 
with oscillations of nearly a yard. Visitors would 
be takentothetopinalift. They could get outon 
a landing 228 feetin altitude, and take alunch 
therein a high-class restaurant. M. Eiffel does 
not think the undertaking would cost over 
£200,000 or £220,000. He is ready to guarantee 
£160,000 on condition that the State would make 
up whatever deficiency may be left, and allow 
him such profits and perquisites as the enter- 
prise might afford. t is also represented that 
scientific experiments and astronomical investi- 
gations might be conducted onthetopof the 
tower with novel and interesting results. It is 
highly improbable that this scheme will find fa- 
vor with the Government, and in that case in- 
tending subscribers will withdraw their sup- 
port.

DETAILS BY WHICH IT IS CARRIED OUT 
FULLY PERFECTED. 


The agreement regarding east-bound 
passenger rates has been firally passed upon by 


‘the members of the trunk line poolsand now 


only awaits their signatures. One pool, to which 
the four lines between New-York and Buffalo 
are parties, provides for the division of the con. 
structive gross earnings of the New-York Cen- 
tral, the West Shore, the Lackawanna, and the 
Erie on all business to New-York and Buffalo, 
Lewiston, Niagara Fal!s, and Suspension 
Bridge. The other pool,, made up of 
these four lines and the Pennsylvania, will 
cover ali the business to New-York from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland, and Toledo; ta 
New-York from all points on a line passing 
through Detroit, Cincinnati, and Columbus to 
the Ohio River at Portsmouth; to New-York 
from all points on the Iowa roads between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul; to New-York trom points 
on the Northern Pacific as far as Helena, 
and ali the business from the ‘Territories of 
Wyoming and Dakota, and southwestern points, 
to New-York. It practically covers all the rail- 
way passenger traflic which these lines can 
possibly control either directly or through their 
connections. 

The west-bound contract was agreed to four 
monthe ago, to take effect Dec. 1, 1886, but it was 
impossible tov complete the contract on east- 
bound business with like facility. The trunk 
lines making up the pool and absolutely con- 
trolling the sale of tickets outside of New-Yortc 
were, able to dictate tariffs and enforce the 
maintenance of rates, but prior to the reorgan- 
ization of the pool the Chicago lines had the 
power to fix through rates, and it was a com- 
paratively slow process to bring them to an 
agreement for the restoration of the tariff. 
Rates have been very much demoralized all 
Winter and well into the Spring, and only within 
the past two weeks have they been faithfully 
Maintained. The east-bound contracts took ef- 
fect May 1, and, like the contract on west-bound 
busingss, extends to Dec. 31, 1886, and from 
year to year thereafter, but each company may 
give three months’ notice of its determination 
to withdraw. 

The emigrant traffic contract took effect on 
Feb. 1, since which time, all this business has 
been divided among the different iines in propor- 
tiops decided upon by Commissioner Fink, who 
was appointed arbitrator without appeal. 
Passengers are diverted from one line to an- 
other in accordance with this principle entirely 
irrespective of the lines over which their 
tickets read or the rate at which they were 
issued in Europe—a rate varying from $1 
to $11 for passage between here and Chicago. 
The Commissioner not only equalizes the num- 
ber of passengers, but the amount of money to 
zo to each company for their transportation, 
the companies having left the sale of prepaid 
tickets entirely to the steamship lines and dis- 
continued their direct issue. The statistics have 
been carefully prepared for the considera- 
tion of the Commissioner, and it is ex- 
pected that he will announce the per- 
centages on west-bound business within a weelk 
or 10 days. Two or three weeks longer will 
probably elapse before the percentages on east- 
bound business can be allotted. The figures 
submitted for the arbitrator show exactly the 
number of tickets sold to any point within the 
pool limits by all the companies during the past 
three years, the exact amount receive d, and the 
amount each would have received had the 
tickets been sold at regular rates.

DENVER AND RIO GRANDE AFFAIRS, 

Denver and Rio Grande Railroad earn- 
ings were reported yesterday for the fourth week 
of April as $153,801, an increase of $18,899 as com- 


pared with the corresponding period of last 
year; forthe whole month of April the «same 
road earned $485,782, an increase of $36,123. 
Holders of Denver and Rio Grande securities 
will be interested in a circular issued in Wall- 
street yesterday by the company’s reorcaniza- 


tion committee. It details much of the plan not 
hitherto made plain. The circular says: “In 
the reorganization the common stock remains 
as it is, at $38,000,000, and tor the assessment of 
$6ashare thereon $12 of new preferred stock 
will be issued. The $2,500,000 general mortgage 
bonds (junior to the consols) receive 9U per cent. 
of new preferred stock, and for the old consoli- 
dated 7 per cent. bond a new 4 per cent. fifty- 
year gold bond is given dollar for dollar, 
and $700 of preferred stock to represent 
overdue coupons and reduction of inter- 
est. Car trusts are done away with. 
The rolling stock will be covered by the 
new 4 per cent. bonds. The fixed charges of the 
new compauy will be less than $1,375,000 per an- 
hum, commencing with Jan. 1, 1887, when the 
first coupon of the new 4 per cent, bonds will bo 
payable. The net earnings of the road for 1885 
were $2,183,781, which showed operating expenses 
of less than 65 per cent. There are over $2,0U0.- 
000 in cash (from the assessment on the old stock 
and general mortgage bonds) which will be ex- 
pended upon the road, which now is in very 
00d condition, and it will make it equal to any 
road west of the Mississippi River. An incon- 
siderable amount of the old securities and stock 
is outstanding, and the 15th inst. isthe last day 
for receiving them. Thesale of theroad under 
forclosure on the 7 per cent, consolidated mort- 
gage bonds is fixed for July 12.”

Louis Railroad, representing the Rock 
Island Company, had begun to sell tickets at re- 
duced rates to secure business in opposition ta 
the Northwest aud.St. Paul Railroads. 


JACKSON, Miss., May 7.—The Railroad 
Commission to-day approved of a maximum 
tariff of 3 cents per mile on all the railroads 
of this State, each passenger being allowed 150 
pounds of baggage without extra charge. This 
is the maximum rate of agents, but, when tick- 
ets are not procured trom the agents, 5 cents per 
mile may be charged, except from points where 
there are no agents.

SOME OF THE PLUMS TAKEN OUT 
OF TRE BRUNS BILL, 
ENOUGH LEFT TO MAKE THE COMMISSIONER 
AN AUTOCRAT-—THE ASSEMBLY FROWN- 

ING ON THE ALDERMANIC BILL. 


ALBANY, May 7.—The Bruns bill was 
hfted into view in the Assembly to-day long 


enougb to admit of a cursory eXamination, and,“ 


baving been despoiled of its most extraordinary 
features, was crdered to be reprinted and again 
considered next Tuesday. The uproar created 
by its appearance upon the stage some 
months ago has at least had the effect 
of causing Commissioner of Public Works 
Equire and his fellow-conspirators very 
extensively to modify their plans. Instead of 
grabbing the whole of Manhattan Isiand and 
the annexed district they have decided to take 
Only a part thereof. In other words, they have 
concluded to confine their operations more 
closely to those purposes which are defined by 
the title of the bill to be “ the consolidation and 
reduction of the number of bureaus in the De- 
partment of Public Works in the city of New- 
York, and the defining of the duties thereof.” 
In its amended shape its passage is not un- 
likely. Enough has been saved to partially sat- 
isfy the gang of vultures which has been hunger- 
ing for the patronage of this great Department 
of Public Works. The construction of the Cro- 
ton Aqueduct is no longer inciuded in this mon- 
umental crab. The powers of the Park Commis- 
sioners in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards are not to be absorbed by the spongy 
Squire. he building of a bridge over and of 
tunnels under the Harlem River will not fall to 
the lot of favored contractors of this Commis- 
sioner. The provision giving him the erection 
and maintenance of armoriesand of the build- 
ings required by the police, the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Board of Education, and the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction was stricken 
out. Enough is left, however, in the four 


bureaus into which the Public Works Depart- 
ment is divided to make its head an autocrat. 

When the bill was brought up it was asifa 
—— of birds had suddenly been flushed, so 
quickly sprang into view the politicians who 
have been hanging around and advocating the 
bill all Winter. Charlie Swan bustled around on 
the fioor and reminded members of the 
golden store of patronage in waiting for 
those who faithfully followed where Chief 
Bruns led. John James O’Brien busied himself 
in quieting the doubts and fears of those rural 
Republicans who had intellizence enourh to see 
that the bill contained a tremendous job. One 
of his arguments is commended to the notice of 
Democrats. ‘The passage of the bill, he claimed, 
would cause such a split between Tammany and 
the County Democracy that i could never be 
healed, and great would be the advantage to the 
Republican Party. Bernard Biglin and Robert 
Girofla McCord sat over under the galiery and 
laughed at the manner in which their chum was 
dragging the countrymen into the net. Talbot, 
the Sergeant-at-Arms, was lobbying with might 
and main under Swan's direction. Little Judge 
Kelly got down into the well beside his friend 

agan. Judge Greene’s motion to table the order 
ef third reading of bills so as to consider the 
Bruns bill in Committee of the Whole was car- 
ried by 80 to 30. 

Mr. Bruns then took charge of his own bill 
and began to amend it. His first amendment 
struck out the right of the Public Works De- 
partment *“*to have cognizance and sole control 
of the construction of the new aqueduct.” The 
bill passed yesterday, he explained, reorganizing 
the Aqueduct Board and adding three new Com- 
missioners rendered unnecessary 1 this bill tne 
provision he had stricken out. This was an ad- 
mission of the purposes of yesterday’s bill that 
only confirmed all that has been stated in THE 
TIMES as to the political bearings of that bill. 
Mr. Bruns then added six words, which addition 
gives the Public Works Department sole control 
of all the street sprinkling—of itself a small 
bonanza. Mr. Hamilton, who, with others, voted 
for this under a misapprehension, subsequently 
moved to strike it out. A vote of 63 to 27 al- 
lowed it to remain ir the biil. 

Mr. Shea, of the annexed district, severely at- 
tacked the bill and Commissioner Squire. The 
bill wasa great political scheme, and he chal- 
leuged any man toshow where it would effect 
any reduction of expenses. Somebody bad pre- 
tended that it was in the interest of reform. No 
reform bill, he declared, required the services of 
of a paid lobbyist, and such a lobbyist had been 
ground here for months. Swan_is the man to 
whom this allusion was made. Patronage had 
been offered to members, Mr. Shea said, and he 
bad heard rumors of inducements of another 
kind baving been offered. It was a nice spec- 
tacle, that of the Deputy Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works lobbying in Albany for this bill. 
Squire he criticised as a late importation from 
Boston, who could be relied upon to se}! out 
everybody with whom he had any dealings. 
** He can’t be trusted and I know it,” he said. 

After the bill had been amended 50 as to leave 
the Park Commissioners undisturbed in the an- 
nexed district Mr. Shea felt better and so did 
many others. Mr. Lyon described the bill as a 
fraud of the first magnitude, Ifthe real pur- 
pose of its friends was to reduce expenses and 

romote reform, why had they not contented 
hemselves with the bili of the Gibbs committee, 
a bill which honestly accomplishes these pur- 
poses? This wasin reply to tho wild statement 
of Judge Greene®that a reduction of $100,000 
would be effected by. the passage of the Bruns 
bill. The bill contains nothing to show that any 
reduction of expenses is contemplated. “The 
bill,” Mr. Lyon added, “is in the interest of our 
Tammany friends and is designed to force a 
union of the Democratic machines of New-York 
next Fall. It confers more power on Rollin M. 
Squire than is possessed by any other man on 
the North American continent.” 

Speaker Husted defined his position. He was 
ppposed, he said, to placing supreme power in 
the hands of one man, no matter who the man 
was. He had been accused of being favorable 
to this bill, but he had made no reply to 
the critics, believing it was time enough to 
get over a fence when he reached it. He 
now desired to say that he favored a consolida- 
tion of the bureaus in this department as sug- 
gested by the Gibbs committee's bill. That bill 
provided for three bureaus, while the Bruns bill 
arranged for four. He did not know that it 
made any difference which plan was adopted, 
As for Commissioner Squire, the speaker knew 
nothing against his integrity. For all he knew 
to the contrary, he had made a good official. 
Referring to his friendship for yesterday's 
Aqueduct bill, he said he had been moved 
by a_desire to protect the people of Westches- 
ter. They demanded protection, and he should 
do exactly the = gl thing over again. The 
board, as remodeled by that bill, would give 
them protection, for it would contain a member 
from either Putnam or Westchester County who 
would be in sympathy withthem. As for the 
Bruns bill’s settling the differences of the vari- 
pus Democratic halls in New-York, he knew and 
eared nothing about that. His opinion was that 
the halls would all be found under one rule when 
it came to Republicans wanting anything. The 
speaker then denounced that portion of the 
Bruns bill depriving the Park Commissioners of 
Bupervision of the annexed district. He also 
said he was opposed to giving the construction 
of the Harlem bridges to the Public Works De- 
partment. 

Upon his motion the bill was amended in its 
application to the Park Commissioners, Mr. 
Hamiiton then cut out the provision relating to 
tbe construction of the Harlem bridges. Mr, 
Bruns struck out the buildings now controlled 
by the Police, Fire, Educational, and Charities 
and Correction Departments, and also the erec- 
tion of the armories. Mr. Bruns had one very 
important amendment, requiring the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to place tothe 
credit of the Public Works Department any un- 
expended balances of the yarious departments. 
Mr, Hamilton saw its significance and raised an 
outcry. He challenged anybody to say what 
the bill would mean if that amendment was in- 
serted. Mr. Bruns saw the gathering storm, and 
on the advice of Senator Plunkitt, who sat near 
by. quickly withdrew it. The bill with itg 
amendments was then reported to the House. 

Nobody seemed to know exactly how the bill 
was leftafter all these changes, and itis here- 
with presented as it will be printed for use on 
Tuesday next:

The amendments will bear careful scrutiny. 

The Aldermanic bill of New-York was prac- 
tically killed by the Assembly to-day. Messrs. 
Coniant and Finn, Democrats, declared that it 
wasafraud. Mr. Erwin and C. D. Baker had 
already established a similer impression in the 
minds of the rural Republicans. Mr. Hamilton 
managed to amond it so as to elect five of the 
fifteen Aldermen every year, but an effort to 
order it toa third reading was tost by 33 to 64. 
This shows its unpopularity in the House. 

Mr. Low called up the modified Cantor bill in 
the Senate, the pending question being his 
amendment providing that the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners may own the Broadway tracks 
and allow all the roads to run carsonthem. He 
explained that it was merely an alternative 
proposition, and the fact that this alternative 
was in reserve would enable the city to get 
higher bids when the franchise was put up at 
auction. The amendment had been examined 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Scott. Mr, 
Murphy favored the proposition, while Mr. 
Fassett held that the bili seemed to conflict with 
the second Broadway, or consents, bill. It 
was novel legisiation to make the city the 
proprietor of railroads. Jt assumed that the 
repeal of the bills would be sustained, which was 
doubtful. Theoretically the proposition differed 
in no respect from a proposition to annul the 
New-York Central Railroad and the West Shore 
and put the State in possession of them to oper- 
ate for the benefit of the State. The bill was a 
departure from democratic institutions and a 
step toward patriarchal government. This pro- 
vision especially ought not to be added to the 
bill protessedly designed to correct the injustice 
done by the original Cantor bill. The Low 
proposition should be considered by itself, 
and should not be used to weigh down the 
modified Cantor bill. Mr. Low held that the 
amendment did not affect the Broadway repeal 
legislation. His proposition must be considered 
now or not at all. It was dangerous to put 
Broadway under the control of one corporation, 
but it the people of New-York City do not wish 
to accept his proposition they need not do so. 
It merety gives the city authorities the option. 
Mr. Low’s proposition was adopted by a vote of 
16 to 6, the nays being Messrs. Murphy, Vedder, 
Fassett, Barager, Plunkitt, and Parker. Fur. 
ther consideration was stoppea by parliament- 
ary tactics. 

The Senate baving declined to consider the 
sine die resolution of the mbly it was re- 
called by the latter body to-day. It now looks 
as if the adjournment woula not take place 
earlier than May 21. 





A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 


CUSTOMS OFFICERS SEIZE GOODS, AND A 
FREE FIGHT ENSUES, 

MontTREAL, May 7.—The usually quiet St. 
Helen-street was to-day very much disturbed by 
a legal conflict between the customs and the 
civil attthorities. This was brought about by 
seizures and counter-seizures of the stock of the 
millinery and faucy goods firm of Messrs. Pat- 
terson, Kissock & Co. A few weeks ago anom- 
inal seizure to the amount of $15 was made of the 
stock. Since then no arrangement could bear- 
rived at between the customs special agents and 
the firm for examination of the latter’s books, 
the firm refusing to deliver them up, on the 
piea that it was an unconstitutional demand, 
Customs officers Wolff and Grosse then seized 
the whole stock of the firm, which is estimated 
to be worth $150,000, and left officers in charge. 
Mr. Grosse informed the firm this afternoon that 
he had received instructions to remove the 
stock tothe examining warehouse, and a gen- 
eral scrimmage was the result. The firm refused 
to allow the goodsto be removed, and ordered 
their clerks to eject tbe customs officers. At 
this juncture there appeared on the scene a Su- 
perior Court bailiff named Muarsan, who hada 
writ for taking possession. This writ, it is 
claimed by the special agents, was irrerular, and 
Mr. Grosse refused to recognize it and ordered 
his men to remove the goods. He was interfered 
with by the bailiff, whom Mr. Grosse then ar- 
rested. Hereupon ensued a lively scene. The 
bailiff called for assistance and some of 
the firm’s employes rushed to his aid and 
Mr. Grosse was seized by the throat by the fore- 
man, and to defend himeelf he drew his revolver. 
This produced a quieting effect immediately. 
Mr. Grosse and the bailiff then proceeded to the 
police court, each making charges against the 
other. They were released on bail. While this 
was going on the firm bad taken out another 
writ and another baliiff named Masse appeared 
on the scene. He was met by Special Agent 
Wolff, assisted by four police detectives. The 
bailiff made a rush at them, but was overpow- 
ered and arrested, Part of the goods were re- 
moved to the examining warehouse and the re- 
mainder will be taken to-morrow. The Chief of 
Police and the magistrates refused assistance to 
the bailiff, and the detectivesiwere only sent to 
prevent bloodshed. The matter is creating the 
greatest excitement and will be brought before 
the Board of Trade. 





AN INDIAN AGENT FRIGHTENED. 


FORCED TO COMPROMIS# WITH AN UNRULY 
BAND. 


St. Pavux, Minn., May 7.—Aspecial to the 
Pioneer-Press reports a serious disturbance at 
Rosebud Indian Agency, in Dakota. On Mon- 
day Major Wright, the Indian Agent, found 
fault with one of the bands of Indians for hav- 
ing settled down on a tract of land which he de- 
clared unfit for cultivation, and issued an order 
directing them to move on to land that could 
be worked, and threatened unless they did this 
to withhold agricultural implements and sup 
plies that were about to be giventothem. The 
Indians held a council and resolved not to move, 
but to demand that the implements and supplies 


be issued to them without delay. Arming them- 
seives with knives and revolvers, they thereupon 
marched in a body to the agency building and 
made a formal demand, threatening that unless 
tne demand was complied with they would seize 
the implements by force. Major Wright re- 
fused unless they compiied with his order to 
move. 

They remained obstinate, however, and the 
situation warming up Major Wright hastily 
withdrew to his private office. A number of In- 
dians followed bim, and when he attempted to 
escape from the office they seized him and 
threatened to kill him if he did not yield to their 
demand or leave the reservation. Major 
Wright’s Indian police arrived upon the scene 
just in timeto save him. Knives and pistols 
were drawn by both parties. The unruly In- 
dians were about to charge upon the agent and 
his police when some cool-headed Indians from 
other bands, together with some white men, 
called on them to desist for a moment or two at 
jeast. This caused a sudden cessation of hostili- 
ties. The spokesman of the peacemakers in- 
duced them to call the fight off and promise to 
compromise. The agent was compelled to issue 
ah order turning over the implements to the In- 
dians and giving thema barrel of sugar and 
other provisions. They yet entertain bitter feel. 
ings against Major Wright, and what the out- 
come will beitis hard to predict. This news 
causes much uneasiness among the settlers along 
the norther frontier of Nebraska. 





CUTTING TIMBER IN ALASKA. 

Cuicaco, May 7.—A special dispatch 
from San Francisco says: “It bas been ascer. 
tained that the revenue cutter Rush, which 
sailed last wéek under secret orders from the 
Treasury Department, was in search of the 
schooners Gem and San Buenaventura, bound 
to this port from Alaska, and known to be load. 


ed with lumber. Asthe land thereis not open 
to pre-emption itis unlawful to cut timber upon 
it, hence the Rush was ordered to seize the 
schooners. The San Buenaventura, however, 
slipped past the cutter and was unloading 
Wednesday. The special agent of the Treasury 
immediately procured the necessary papers and 
to-day the schooner, with ber 200,000 feet of pine 
and cedar, was seized by the United States Mar. 
shal, Theschooner is the property of the Alasky 
Trading Company, which owns a mill on the 
southern extremity of Wrangel Island. The 
schooner Gem, which has not yet arrived, is the 
property of the North Pacific Trading and Pack. 
ing Company, which has a mill on the opposite 
side of the islandfrom the Alaska Company. She 
will be promptly seized on her arrival. The 
technical defense will be that the timber was 
cut by Indians, and simply converted into lum- 
ber by the companies who purchased the logs.”

THE CITY’S INDEBTEDNESS 


—_—_—_2—-— 


TEXT OF THE DECISION OF THE 
COURT OF APPEAILS. 
LEGAL STATUS OF THE SINKING FUND DE- 
FINED — WHAT THE CORPORATION 
COUNSEL SAYS. 


A certified copy of the decision of the 
Court of Appeals on the question of the rela- 
tions of the money in the sinking fund to the 
debt of the city wes yesterday received by Cor- 
poration Counsel Lacombe. The following is 
the decision: 


“The question to be determined is whether or aes 
the ‘stock or fund created by the corporation oft +] 
city of New-York.’ and held by ‘the Commissioners 0 
the Sinking Fund’ can be prought within the purview 
of that provision of the Constitution on which alone 
the plaintiffs rely, and which declares that no city ‘o 
over 100, inhabitants, whose present indebtedness 
exceeds 10 per centum of the assessed valuation of its 
real estate subdject to taxation, shall be aliowed to be- 
come indebted in any further amount until such in- 
debtedness shall be reduced within such limit.’ (Arti- 
cle “ 1I., section 11, New-York Constitution as amend- 
ed Noy. 4, 1854.) 

“*We think it plain that the indebtedness here re- 
ferred to is an indebtedness to be met in the future by 
taxation, for (1) before its possible Jimit can be de- 
fined the value of the real estate subject thereto must 
be ascertained. (2) By the express. words of the pro- 
vision water bonds issued fora fixed term are not to 
be included, but a sinking fund must be created * for 
their redemption.’ (3) Bo the issue of certificates of 
indebtedness, or revenue bonds in anticipation of and 
payable out of the taxes for the current year, is per- 
mitted. ‘the misehief to be prevented was the 
creation of an excessive debt for local improvements 
or public works or the loaning of municipal credit so 
payabie that the bonds should not fall upon those who 
contracted the obligations, or on their revenues, but 
on posterity. The judgment appenled from stands 
upon the iden that the debt of the city of New-York is 
already in excess of the measure al!owed by the Con- 
stitution, and it must prevail if the city stocks neld by 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund are so circum- 
stanced that their satisfaction can directly or indi. 
rectly involve taxxtion; or, putting the proposition in 
another form, if the city stocks held by the Commis- 
sioners are debts which the municipality can be called 
upon to pay. This depends upon the construction and 
effect of the "statutes and ordinances relating to the 
sinking fund,” 


The court goes into an exhaustive analysis of 
all the city ordinances relating to the establish- 
ment and management of tke sinking fund, and 
and the opinion continues; 

“The view already expressed as to the effect of 
purchase,and the meaning of the word ‘ redemption,’ 
as used in the sinking fund ordinance, finds confirma- 
tion in the statute of 1873, (chapter 383,) which pro- 
vides that ‘the fund known os the sinking funa of the 
city of New-York for the redemption of the city debt 
shall be continued, ard aay excess there may be in suid 
fund after providing for the payment of the bonds 
and stocks of sxid_ city, puyable therefrom 
as provided ~ jaw, shall form a fund for 
the payment of other bonds and stocks of said 
city und county, as by this statute provided,’ and de- 
clares that the moneysand revenues of the city con- 
stituting the sinking fund ‘shall continue to be appro- 
propriuted to the fund, until all of said bonds and 
stocks of the city shall be fully and finally redeemed.’ 
Indeed, in all the statutes and ordinances relating to 
the sinking fund We find the words ‘ purchase,’ * redemp- 
tion,’ and * payment’ used interchangeably, evidently 
referring to «wn act which in ordinary transactions, 
when performed by the debtor or the agent of the 
debtor, operates to discharge or extinguish a debt or 
obligation. . 

“ihe argument of the respondent has been instruct- 
ive. its object is to show that the city stocks pur- 
chased by the Commissioners are held by them a8 an 
investment, to be applied ultimately indeed in pay- 
ment of the city debt, but not immediately or by the 
act of purchase. ‘hat by it provision merely is made 
tor the payment of the city debt, and that until the 
period of final paymeht arrives the stock remains a 
debt of the city in ali respects us it was before. If that 
be so the sinking fund would seem to nave been estab- 
lished for no purpose: that although many millions of 
money belonging to the city have been paid out of it 
in order that, according to the law of its creation, ‘the 
redemption of the New-York City stocks may be regu- 
larly progressing,’ no progress has been made. The en- 
tire debt exists, but us to purt there isa change of 
creditors only. But the object of every sinking 
fund is to diminish the debt whose existence war- 
ranted its foundation, and this general principle 
lies at the foundation of the scheme provided for the 
city of New-York. ‘the construction we give to it can- 
not lead toa diversion of the fund, but to the accom- 
plishment of its object. It satisties nlso the intent of 
the constitutional prohibition. ‘Ihat 1s aimed at an 
actual, not a theoretical, indebtedness, at a substanital 
liability. which can be discharged only by the enforce- 
ment of a tax or an asseasment, which when levied 
will be acharge upon the taxpayer and a burden for 
him to remove; not a formal obligation, which may re- 
main as evidence of a once existing debt. but which 
can in no way be regarded as a present debt to be en- 
forced, and which, if not before canceled in the discre- 
tion of the Commissioners, becomes waste paper by 
the mere effiux of time. 

“We hold that the stock purchased is not « debt 
against the city within the meaning of the constitu- 
tional prohibition. Nevertheless, payment of interest 
upon it may be compelled, because for that purpose 
the ordinance expressly enacts that all interest accru- 
ing upon the purchased stock shall regulariy be carried 
to the sinking tund for the redemption of the city 
debt. Itis by force of the ordinance that interest is to 
be credited, not by reason of the contract or the terms 
upon which the stock was issued. Nor could the inter- 
est or other money be applied in payment of the stock 
held by the Commissioners. ‘hat wus paid by the 
purechuse, yet if the argument of the respondent 
should prevail it must be paid again before its extin- 
guishment. 

“The question, then, really comes to this: What 
amount would be required to pay off the city debt if it 
ail came presently to maturity? Only one answer 
seems possible—$92.000,000, or so much as is equal to 
its bonds or stock. not including that held by the sink- 
ing fund. The theory of the respondent is; that the 
Commissioners would even then be required to exact 
payment from the city. We find no foundation or 
reason for the argument. A debt once paid has no 
existence, and it is impossible that taxation should be 
resorted to in order to meet a fanciful objection, or 
one which, by redemption, is .jIn the hands of the 
debtor, Such may ve the apparent, it is not the real 
debt. The result reached by usin no respect impairs 
the validity or diminishes the usefulness of the sink- 
ing fund, It will still serve the purposes for which it 
was created, in securing the redemption of the city 
stocks and the upholding of its credit. 

“ We are unabie to agree with the Jearned court 
below upon the only question presented by this appeal. 
its judyment should therefore be reversed. lt follows 
that the injunction order should also be reversed, and 
as the point upon which the demurrer turns cannot be 
obviated by an amended pleading the ec -mplaint 
should be dismissed, with costs. and inthis court with 
costs of onesppeal. All concur.” 

In referring to the opinion Corporation Coun- 
sel Lacombe said: ** Naturally, l have examined 
the opinion more purticujarly in connection 
with the letter of advice which was tran-mitted 
to Mayor Edson by the Law Department in 1884. 
The opinion was therein expressed that the 
bonds held by the Commissioners of the sinking 
fund could, in certain contingencies, be trans- 
ferred to private holders, and would in their 
hands be valid obligations of the city. InJudge 
Danforth’s opinion it is held that ‘the stock of 
the city, when issued, represents an indebted- 
ness of the city; while held by the Commission- 
ers itis the basis of increase by interest com- 
puted thereon, which must be regularly care 
ried to the sinking fund, and the stock may 
again be put upon the market, where it becomes 
a valid obligation, even if it had for a time 
ceased to bea debt of thecity. From the time 
of its inception, then, to its final redemption it ia 
the subject of gale, xt all times the basis of in- 
terest, and in the hands of all owners, save the 
Commissioners, & part of the apparent indebted- 
ness of the city.’ It would hardly have been 
safe fora Counsel to the Corporation to advise 
as to securities of such a character that they did 
not constitute a part of the city’s debt, 

**In the letter to the Mayor it was stated: ‘It 
is undoubtedly true that by reason of the fact 
that there isa large accumulation in the sinking 
fund the city will have to raise less money to 
pay its debts than it would if there was no sink- 
ing fund, and the courts of this State may inter- 
pret the words * present indebtedness” as mean- 
ing only indebtedness in excess of said accumu- 
lations.’ The conclusion of Judge Danforth’s 
opinion begins as follows: *The guestion then 
really comes to this: What amount would be re- 
quired to pay off the city debt it it all came pres- 
ently to maturity?’ nly one answer seems 
possible—$#2,000,000, or 60 much as is equal to 
its bonds or stock, not including that held by 
the sinking fund.’ Thecourt further held that 
the indebtedness referred to in the constitu. 
tional amendment is an indebtedness to be met 
in the tuture by taxation. I find nothing inthe 
opinion to indicate that the advice 1 gave at the 
time was not proper to be given, under the cir 
cumstances, in view of the rule laid down in 
Judge Cooley’s wellknown work on Constitu- 
tional Limitations; ‘it seems clear that every 
one called upon to act, where, in his opinion the 
proposed act would be of doubtful constitu. 
tionality, he is bound upon the doubt alone to 
abstain from action.’ ” 


CONDITION OF KANSAS CROPS. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 7.—The Secre- 
tary of the State Board ot Agriculture fur. 
nishes the following synopsis of the Kansas crop 
bulletin for April: Winter wheat—Winter

Area at least 10 per cent. in excess of any former 
season; condition good, Corn planting ia about 
completed in the southern part of the State 
and advancing finely in the central and northe 
ern parts; the ground isin good condition; esti- 
mated area, 10 per cent. iu excess of last year, 
Live stook in fair condition. Glanders among 
horses js reported from five counties, Hog chol- 
era is abating, but reports show it to existin 40 
counties, Fruit buds—Peaches Killed; all others 
are in fuir conditlon.

MonTREAL, May 7.—The season of navi- 
gation opened this year under very promising 
auspices, and shipping companies are promised

ports, A new feature of the ocean shipping this 
year will be the inauguration ofa trade in raw 
sugar of beet root production with Germany, 
Three or four steamers have been chartered to 
this port for cargoes of the freight, and on the 
returp voyage will carry grain cargoes to Brit- 
ish porte.

Mr. Cochrane moved in amendment to Mr, 
Bilake’s last proposition that Mr. Gladstone's 
name be struck outand Mr. Parnell’s substituted 
therefor. 

A vote was taken on this amendment amid 
considerable excitement and resulted in its de- 
feat—yeas 22, nays 143, 

Mr. Mills moved that the resolutions be for. 
warded to Mr. Parnell as well as to Mr. Glud- 
stone, but this was defeated—yeas 69, nays 87. 

Mr. Thompson, Mini-ter of Justice, then 
moved that the resolutions be transmitted to 
the High Commissioner of Canada at London 
for the information of the House of Commons 
of the United Kingdom, and this was carried by 
a vote of 80 to 70.

REAL ESTATE USED FOR RELIGIOUS, CHAR-- 


ITABLE, AND EDUCATIONAL PURPOSES, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

A resolution adopted by the State As- 
sembly on Jan. 18, 1886, required the Commis- 
sioners of Taxes and Assessments of the city of 
New-York to furnish the Legislature with a 
statement of the real estate in this city which is 
exempt from taxation. This report was made 
on the 5th of February, and is now in print as 
Assembly document No. 60. From the official 
data thus furnished, I have classified the 
amounts of real estate held by differont denom- 
inations, and which is used for religious, chari- 
table and educational purposes. The informa- 
tion may prove of interest to your readers. 
The assessed valuation is generally about 60 per 
cent. of the reali value. The tax generally levied

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‘STERN STORM. 


FAMILIES DRIVEN FROM THEIR HOMES AND 
GREAT DAMAGE DONE, 


Sprrnerretp, Mo., May 7.—One of the 
heaviest rainstorms:ever known in this section 
occurred yesterday afternoon, doing a vast 
amount of damage to property, both in town 
and the surrounding country. The rain was pre- 
ceded by hai!, which fell thick and fast for about 
15 minutes, many of the hailstones being from 
one-half inch to two inches in diameter. Jor- 
dan Creek, which runs directly through this city, 
rose higher than for many years, overflowing 
the lowlands and ériving 30 or 40 families from 
their homes, Some of the women and children 
were carried out on horseback and on men’s 
shoulders to the ground to escape- drowning, the 
water in places rising even into the second stories 
of the buildings. About a half mile of theGulf 
Railway track within the city limits was com- 
pletely submerged and the grades so badly de- 
mclished that trains cannot pass. Three of the 
city’s wooden bridges were washed away, besides 


sections of sidewalk, and the basements of a 
number of business houses were filled with 
water. Some of the smailer dwelling houses 
were washed from their foundations and a large 
amount of lumber was swept away. The total 
damage in the city caused by the flood is esti- 
mated at $75,000, and in the surrounding country 
at $40,000. The damage to streets, buildings, and 
culverts at Nevada by the storm yesterday will 
reach $10,000. The Missouri Pacific track wag 
washed out in several places between here and 
Fort Scott, which will interrupt trains for 74 
hours. Crops are seriously damaged. : 


Fort Scort, Kan., May 7.—One of the 
most severe storms of the season passed over 
this city yesterday at noon. The rain poured 
down in torrents. About 1 o’clock Lamb's ica 
dam broke and the immense body of water, 
uniting with the already swollen Buck Run, 
rushed down the vailey. The house occupied by 
Sarah Brown, a widow, was struck by the tor- 
rent and swept about 100 yards down the stream, 
where it lodged among the trees. Mrs. Brown 
and four of her children were in it at the time. 
The water rose rapidly around it to the depth of 
several feet. The mother held her little 
6-months-old infant in her arms above the water, 
leaving her older children to care for them. 
selves. She suddenty noticed that her 5-year-oid 
boy was drowning, and in attempting to save 
him the infant slipped from her arms and was 
drowned before aid could reach it. The remain- 
der of the family were rescued. The damage by 
the flood in this city and vicinity will be several 
thousand dollars. 


OsaGE City, Kan., May 7.—The heaviest 
rain and hail storm ever known in this part of 
Kansas took piace yesterday. It began about 11 
A. M. and continued for 30 minutes, until the 
ground was covered with hailstones, which in 
many places were ey up several inches deep. 
Eighty per cent. of all the exposed window giass 
on the north side of the houses was broken. Tha 
storm came from the northeast and did not ex- 
tend more than a mile west of the Santa Fé Road 
at this point. Rain fell in greattorrents and the 
country is flooded, and the damage done-to fruit 
and growing crops has been very great.

she suid, could not be depended upon to give support 
to an institution of this kind. The Gentiles of the ‘Ter. 
ritory. who were there to make their fortunes, could 
‘not identify themselves with it, as that would result in 
business ostracism, and the Gentile missionaries had 
‘not the means to support the institution. Mrs. New- 
4man represented local sentiment among the Gentile 
/ portion of the Utah commnnee as favoring. firat, the 
government of the Territory by a commission, and, 
‘second, the disfranchisement of women inthe Yerri- 
*tory. 

An interesting debate occurred in the House 
to-day ona bill paying $200to F, W. Haldeman.

It is evident that the $800,000 subsidy 
for American steamship lines which has 
been thrust into the Post Office Appro- 
priation bill in the Senate will be un- 
ceremoniously thrust out when it gets 
back to the House. It is regarded as cer-.: 
tain that the House will insist on its posi- 
tion, providing only for the legitimate 
expenses of the Post Office Department, 
and will not admit the steamship sub- 
sidy. This scheme is one that ought 
to be dealt with on its own merits 
and with direct reference to the principle 
on which it is based and should not be 
carried through as a rider upon an appro- 
priation bill. Its purpose is in fact not to 
provide for carrying the mails, which is 
sufficiently provided for without it, but 
to encourage the establishment of Amer- 
ican steamship lines by the novel process 
of distributing public money among those 
that exist and thereby enabling them 


more effectively to prevent competition 
in their business. 








The Senate and the House disagree as 
to the proper course to be taken with ref- 


erence to the Hawaiian treaty, The 


House Committee on Ways and Means 
declares that the treaty should be termi- 
nated. The Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, on the other {hand, has favor- 
ably reported the new treaty that was ne-. 


gotiated by President ARTHUR and sent by- 


him tothe Senate. That treaty, as nego-: 
tiated, simply provided that -the existing, 
treaty should be extended for a period of- 
seven years. To this the Senate com-. 
mittee has added an amendment requiring 


the King of the Hawaiian Islands to grant: 


“ to the Government of the United States: 


the exclusive right to enter the harbor of 
Pearl River, in the Island of Oahu, and 
to’establish and maintain there a coaling 
and repair station for the use of vessels 


the United States to improve the har- 
bor. The Hawaiian Minister in Wash- 
ington is reported as saying that 
neither he nor Secretary BayarD was 
consulted about this amendment, and 
that his Government will not accept it. 
As for the proposition that the treaty 
shall be renewed as it stands it may be 
said that there are other considerations 
beyond those relating to sugar imports 
that should have weight in determining 
the question whetber we should deliber- 
ately surrender our influence on the isl- 
ands. The matter of remitted duties may 
be a very small thing in comparison with 
privileges whose full value would not 
appear until they should be lost. 








The decision of the Court of Appeals on 
the sinking fund question, the text of 
which has now been received, strips away 
all the far-fetched technicalities in which 
the question has been involved, and 
brings it down to the plain basis of com- 
mon sense, Like most other people, the 
Judges think it is plain that the indebted- 
ness referred to in the constitutional 
amendment is an ‘‘indebtedness to be 
met in the future by taxation.” If it in- 
cluded the sinking fund then that 
fund would have been established for 
no purpose, and an arrangement pro- 
viding for a progressive redemption 
of the debt would result in no progress in 
that direction. The constitutional prohibi- 
tion was aimed at an actual, not a theo- 
retical, indebtedness, at the burden which 
is a charge upon the taxpayer and not at 
an evidence of once existing debt. The 
simple question is, What is the amount of 
the city debt that would have to be paid 
if it were presently to come to maturity ? 
The matter seemed plain enough at the 
beginning, but it was befogged by designs 
which could only be carried out by 
placing a barrier in the way of issuing 
bonds. 








It would be harsh to say of the land 
owners in Washington whose property is 
wanted as a site for the Congressional 
Library that they are trying to swindle 
the Government. It is the right of every 
man to put any price he likes on any 
property he possesses. But. when the 
owners demand from twice to four times 
the value of their land, they may 
find that they have overreached them- 
selves.in trying to take advantage of 
the necessities of the Government. If 
they had been content with what may 
be called a moderate extortion, and asked 
for their land, say, half as much again as 
it was worth, it might have been better 
for the Commissioners to pay their price 
than to go to the trouble, expense, and 
delay of legal proceedings for condemna- 
tion, As it is, they will be forced to take 
that step unless the owners moderate their 
demands, and if that step is taken it 
should be seen to that the greedy owners 
do not get a dollar more than what would 
be the actual market value of their land 
for private purposes. 








The ticket prepared by JoHNNY O’BRIEN 
for the Republican voters of the Eighth As- 
sembly District, and the only one run at the 
primary there yesterday, is well worthy the 
study of all honest and respectable men. 
For President of the district association 
and as one of the enrolling officers ap- 
pears Mr. BERNARD Rourke. He is the 
chief of those whom the Republican 
County Committee found had traded off 
the county ticket last Fall. With him on 
the same list appear five others of those 
whose treachery made possible Tammany’s 
success in the election of city and county 
officers, Not satisfied with this, however, 
and apparently to emphasize still further 
his contempt for decent men, Mr. O’BrIEN 
has placed among his delegates to the Re- 
publican County Committee Mr. FrepER- 
IcK FINCK, one of the ‘‘ boodle” Aldermen 
of 1884 and now under indictment for 
bribery. How long even the ‘* machine” 
will stand tactics of this sort is a question 
worth the asking. 














A DISGRACEFUL COURSE, 


It has been impossible during the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature to get any 
favorable action upon measures .intended 
to rmprove the administration of public 
affairs in this city, at least from the As- 
sembly. The Spring Elections bill, which 
was intended to promote the cause of non- 
partisan government and put an end to 
the corrupt deals and bargains by means 
of which the city is constantly piundered, 
was received with so little favor that no 
serious effort has been made to secure its 
passage. Mr. Hamitton’s Public Burdens 
bill, which would enforce a substantial re- 
trenchment of expenses, systematize the 
public service, and secure greater account- 
ability, has been entirely neglected. The 
reform bills of the Gibbs committee are 
searcely heard of. The bill providing for 
the election of the Aldermen on a general 
ticket ina manner which would elevate 
the character of that body and free it 
from the gcandal and corruption of the 
pothouse politics with which it is 50 
thoroughly infected was yesterday sent 
to the rear, where there is scarcely a hope 
of its being brought up again for con- 
sideration. 

On the other hand, the corrupt schemes 
of designing and self-seeking politicians 
who wish to extend and strengthen their 
control for purposes of public plunder 
have been received with peculiar favor. 
The bill to give RoLuin M. Squire and the 
political clique of which he is the pliant 
tool control of the aqueduct work has 
been sent to’ the Governor, and its com- 
panion job, the Bruns bill for extending 
the power and patronage-of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, was yesterday 
brought to the front and placed in the order 
of third reading for Tuesday next. The

still extends Mr. SquirE’s control over the 
upper part of the island, gives him charge 
over the construction and maintenance 
of public buildings not belonging to the 
departments above named, and empowers 
him to appoint and remove subordinates 
in his office practically at will. It also 
places in his charge the sprinkling of 
streets which is now done by private con- 
tracts. 

Considering the character of the pres- 
ent Commissioner of Public Works and 
the influences which control him, his 
powers ought to be restricted rather 
than extended. The purpose of this 
bill is to place in the hands _ of 
a combination of Tammany Democrats 
and Tammany Republicans the opportu- 
nity to reorganize a large part of the 
public service of the city in their in- 
terest and to control the most important 
part of the public patronage and expendi- 
tures. It is a scheme worthy of TWEED, 
and if it,should not lead to corruption 
and scandal as great as was produced in 
his day it would be because the public is 
more vigilant. The character of the job 
is sufficiently indicated by the kind and 
extent of the lobbying in its favor and 
the promises of patronage made to secure 
support for it. 

We pointed out yesterday the interest 
which Speaker HustTep had in the Aque- 
duct bill and the price he was expected to 
pay for whatever political advantage it 
promised him. He justified the infer- 
ences drawn from the position he has 
taken by becoming the champion of the 
Bruns bill in its modified but still alto- 
gether vicious form. Mr. HUsTED, be- 
fore he goes any further in support of 
this jobbery, should recall the pledges 
which he made at the beginning of the 
session to act only in the interest of the 
public, and consider whether there is likely 
to be any real gain come tohim by their 
bold and conspicuous violation, The Four- 
teenth Congressional District is not so 
easy for a Republican tocarry that he can 
afford to throw away any part of the pub- 
lic confidence which for two years he has 
been winning by astraightforward and 
creditable course. SQuIRE and his backers 
are a source from which he can draw no 
strength. 

It is to be feared that our main reli- 
ance will be on the Governor to defeat 
this infamous scheme. After the Sen- 
ate’s action on the Aqueduct bill there 
is little to be expected from that body. 
Gov. Hitt is credited with political 
sagacity as well as political ambition. 
He cannot afford to identify himself with 
the schemes of SQuIRE and the ring which 
is forming for a campaign of plunder, 
the scandal of which would be developed 
in the next two years to the damage of 
everybody responsible for its existence. 











THE LOGROLLERS’ BLUNDER. 

The River and Harbor bill appropriat- 
ing $15,164,000 has been passed in the 
House by a vote of 143 to 102, and it now 
goes to the Senate, where it will probably 
be swollen by the addition of from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. The members of 
the House Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors, fifteen in number, have secured for 
their fifteen States about two-thirds of 
the entire sum appropriated, but the 
members of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce have not been provided for. 
Additional appropriations for their pet 
projects and concessions to applicants 
who unsuccessfully appealed to the House 
committee will in all probability make a 
bill almost as large as the memorable bill 
of 1882. There are indications that the 
bill will easily be passed in the Senate. 
The President will then have an excellent 
opportunity to veto it. 

This bill, like all of its predecessors, 
was built up on a vicious plan, and it 
contains scores of appropriations for 
projects on which not a dollar of the 
Nation’s money should ever be expended. 
Around the appropriations that should be 
made for the benefit of commerce have 
been grouped a host of appropriations for 
petty jobs and extravagant experiments. 
These are inserted to satisfy members 
who would oppose the bill if it did not 
put money into theirdistricts. Nearly all 
of them are old acquaintances. Old Town 
Creek, whose waters, according to the 
engineers’ reports, would no more than 
fill ‘a box drain twelve inches square,” 
has been omitted, to the great disappoint- 
ment of some Congressman, and one or 
two other notorious brooks and inlets 
have gone with it, but scores of projects 
remain that are no better. 

** As the bill becomes more objectiona- 
ble,” said President ARTHUR in his veto 
message, ‘‘ it secures more support.” That 
is to say, the member from Buncombe 
will not consent to vote for an appropria- 
tion to be used in clearing the channels of 
the Nation’s greatest port of entry unless 
there shall go with it a generous appro- 
priation to clear the snags out of Bun- 
combe Creek. An appropriation for 
the harbor of New-York must carry 
with it thousands of dollars to be 
spent in blasting the rocks in Buckhan- 
non “ River,” so that some lumberman 
may be able to get his logs down from the 
mountains, And so it happens that scores 
of appropriations are made for ditches 
that have no commerce, for the drainage 
and reclamation of marshes, for streams 
that are clogged with milldams, and for 
all sorts of indefensible schemes. In this 
way the measure becomes a big 
“boodle” bill and ‘‘divvy” fund. Upon 
the same vicious plan the “pork” in the 
public buildings barrel is distributed. The 
largest cities in the land cannot obtain 
the buildings that are needed unless at 
the same time costly buildings that are 
not needed are built in such places as 
Abingdon, Va., (population 1,064,) and 
Oxford, Miss., (population.1,534.) Having 
no power to select separate items for dis- 
approval the President can put his foot 
on the bad appropriations only by vetoing 


the entire bill,

It was passed in spite of the appeals of

it. Of ten Democrats from this State 
voting, nine opposed the bill, Of thir- 
teen Republicans from this State vot- 
ing, nine supported the bill. Nevertheless 
it isa Democratic measure, Mr. WILuIs 
was so greatly pleased by his success that 
his thanks were profusely offered to Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike. But are 
none of these logrolling Democrats able to 
see that Republican aid in this matter is 
something that they may not be thankful 
for hereafter? Are they not able to see 
that enormous and unwarranted expenses 
will be charged up against them by the 
people, by whom they must soon be 
called to an account. There is no 
Congressman s0 blind as a_ con- 
firmed logroller.’ ‘‘Four years ago,” 
said Mr. ANDERSON, of Kansas, during 
the debate, ‘‘ the Republican Party in this 
House had a majority, I think, of 11 
votes. That majority was seduced into 
passing a River and Harbor bill appro- 
priating $18,000,000, and it carried 81 
majority of Democrats into the next 
House. Iam hoping history will repeat 
itself, and if you gentlemen desire to pass 
a River and Harbor bill of $18,000,000, 
grief will come to you as it came to us; 
and that would be the only solace I 
would have for the enormities I find in 
this bill.” 

If the President does his duty with re- 
gard to the bill Mr. ANDERSON may see 
the ‘‘enormities” removed and still not 
be deprived of the pleasure of seeing a 
Republican majority in the next Con- 
gress, 








MOST’S BREECH-LOADERS. 


In the latest issue of his Anarchist paper, 
Freiheit, JouN Most indignantly protests 
that he is not a coward and that he has 
not runaway. It would appear from the 
tone of his several signed contributions to 
the paper that he is a man of such fierce 
thirst for carnage and conflict that he 
would leave his dinner any day to fight 
simultaneously the rugged Russian bear, 
the armed rhinoceros, and the Hyrcan 
tiger. In fact, however, Most is a sneak- : 
ing coward, and he ran away and hid 
himself on the mere rumor that he had 
been indicted by the Grand Jury, without 
stopping to ask if the report was true. 

Most personally will never hurt any- 
body, but in view of the terrible fruits of 
the teachings of Spies, FIELDEN, and 
Parsons and their Arbeiter Zeitung in 
Chicago it is worth while to inquire 
whether in Most’s Freiheit the freedom 
of the press is not strained beyond the 
limits of prudence.and toleration. In the 
issue dated May 8, to which we have 
referred above, a_ brief account is 
printed of the Chicago murders on 
Wednesday night. ‘‘ Dynamite . bombs 
were thrown,” says the report. ‘‘ The 
Anarchists stationed themselves behind 
barrels and boxes and opened a lively fire 
on the banditti of order. Long live the 
war! Hurrah for Chicago!” Another 
article ends with the appeal: ‘‘ Agitation ! 
Organization! Rebellion! Workingmen,. 
toarms! To arms!” 

In another place this Anarchist editor 
writes: ‘‘ The war is declared! Prole- 
tarians, arm yourselves!” Upon the 
eighth page of the paper appears an ad- 
vertisement. of which this is a transla-. 
tion : 

“GOOD BREECH-LOADERS 
for $6 each, (wholesale purchase price,) will be 
sent on remittance of this sum. Upon orders 


for less than twenty, 50 cents must be added 
for packing.” 


THE VINDICATION OF CYRUS. 


Our esteemed contemporary Cyrus W. 
FieLD has taken a characteristic step to-: 
ward vindicating his character from the 
imputations put upon it by the testi- 
mony elicited before the investigation 
which he demanded and finally got from 
the Legislature of Massachusetts. Our 
esteemed contemporary asserts in large 
head lines that the vindication is com- 
plete, and it ought to be, for he gets out a 
supplement of two pages to spread it be- 
fore mankind. Inasmuch as a good man 
struggling with the storms of fate is 
always an interesting and, if the good 
man happens to be Cyrus, also an amus- 
ing object, this supplement demands at- 
tention from lovers of justice and fun. 
In a general way the columns of the 
Mail and Express are not of inthralling 
interest. In fact, it may be said that a 
man who can read it can read anything. 
But if it ever becomes entertaining it is 
when it is engaged in maintaining its 
great and favorite thesis that the reputa- 
tion of Cyrus is not what it is commonly 
supposed to be, 

As arule, when it is announced that a 
man under investigation has been vindi- 
cated it is to be assumed that the tribunal 
to which his case was submitted has de- 
cided in his favor. He might also be said, 
though not with absolute correctness, to 
be vindicated when testimony has been 
introduced tending to exonerate him from 
injurious charges. Our esteemed con- 
temporary might properly publish an 
account at length of either of these 
occurrences, even = going to. the 
length, if money ’is no object to 
him, of squandering some more of his 
substance on a supplement to the Mail 
and Express, and thereby increasing the 
weekly deficit of that remarkable public 
journal. But-the supplement of Cyrus 
does not contain either of these things. 
The public may be interested in knowing 
what it does contain, and, as they are not 
much in the way of finding out by buying 
and reading it for themselves, we may 
as well tell’ them. It consists of the 
argument of Davip DupLrey FieLp, of 
counsel for Cyrus W. FIELp, to show 
that there is really nothing in the testi- 


mony which has been supposed to be par- 
ticularly damaging to Cyrus. The fact 
that a man’s counsel maintains that he 
has a-good:case is not commonly supposed 
to be of itself a reason for assuming that 
he has, When his counsel is also his 


brother the presumption raised by the 


declaration of the counsel that the 
client has really not. been engaged 
in any disreputable transactions is not 
strengthened. Yet when his brother 


argues his innocence, Cyrus is so filled 
with childish pleasure that he gets out a 


supplement to promulgate the opinion of. 
Davip Dupuey that he is all right. He 
puts headings over the argument, alleging 
that in it.‘ The Absurdity of the Charge 
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that the 
‘Wreckers’” is ‘‘ Made Obvious;” 
that it contains ‘‘ Overwhelming Proof 
of the Good Faith of the New-York Bid- 
ders;” that it is ‘‘ A Masterly Analysis of 
All the Testimony,” and that it has “An 
Eloquent Peroration.” By this time 
marked copies of the supplement are on 
their way to the nobility and clergy 
of the United Kingdom. The Dukes 
and Bishops will stare when they 
learn that the retained opinion of 
a man's brother that the man is not a 
‘‘wrecker”. is regarded in the United 
States as proof that in point of fact he is 
not. That Cyrus should put it forward as 
such proof is a proof only of that winning 
innocence which is mingled in his com- 
position with his singular’ capacity for 
sinful games, forming the combination 


that makes him an interesting and unique. 


personage. 








THE REACTION IN BURMAH, 


The recent burning of a third part of 
Mandalay by the insurgents and the 
dacoits has now been followed by other 
large fires in the town, while the-success- 
ful resistance offered by the Kachyen 
rebels and the call upon Lord DUFFERIN 
for reinforcements indicate that serious 
work for a time may lie before, the British 
in Burmah. 

Possibly the river excursion of Gen. 
PRENDERGAST from Thayetmyo up to 
Mandalay, with its occasional landings of 
troops to stretch their legs by charging 
an earthwork, was too much of a picnic 
to insure the permanent conquest of the 
country. No doubt the strong fleet had 
great advantages in its dozen siege guns 
and its floating batteries with their 60- 
pounder howitzers. These silenced most 
of the forts without. the need of 
disembarking, and while armed launches 
cut out and captured THEEBAW’s 
solitary war vessel, torpedoes and gun- 
cotton disposed of the obstructions placed 
in the river, and Chittagorgian pilots sup- 
plied the place of those that TarrBaw 
had withdrawn from the perilous chan- 
‘nels of the constantly shifting Irrawaddy. 
Gen. PRENDERGAST, too, had 10,000 troops, 
besides two-thirds as many camp follow- 
ers, with elephant batteries and mountain 
batteries. Still, he encountered so feeble 
an opposition that the full defensive capa- 
bilities of the Burmese were hardly put 
to the test. There was little of the 


spirit since manifested by the partisans 


of the Myirgzing Prince, or of the des- 
peration of the Kachyens in charging a 
British battery. Mingyan and Silemyo 
were occupied with only slight skirmishes, 
Minhla, which had modern earthworks, 
scientifically constructed, mounting good 
guns, and completely commanding the 
river from its bluffs, was carried by the 
British in a three hours’ bombard- 
ment, with a-loss of only 31 killed 
and wounded, although the strongest 
post on the river. At Pagan a charge 
by the Madras sappers and the Hamp- 
shire regiment sent the Burmese into 
the jungle. At Nyunyan they had two 
miles of strong intrenchments, but were 
shelled out of them in two hours. The 
performance was completed by TuHEE- 
BAW’s surrender of the strong-Ava forts, a 
dozen miles below Mandalay, with their 
28 guns, and then his whole army, his 
capital, and his throne, without another 
blow, on the promise of British protection 
for himself, his wives, and his officials in 
captivity. 

This certainly did not. exhaust Bur- 
mah’s possibilities of defense against its 
invaders, and accordingly the hardest re- 
sistance may yet come. The weakness of 
THEEBAW’S campaign was probably due in 
part to indecision and divided counsels, 
some of his advisers being for peace. 
Perhaps it was these who arranged 
to have his oracular gilt cannon, 
which he’ consulted, cast forth the 
draught of wine poured into its 
mouth to warn him of defeat; still, 
he rushed to destruction all the: same. 
Ever since his dethronement the partisans 
of other Princes, aspirants to the throne, 
aided by dacoits, have given the British 
trouble, and perhaps now in some quar- 
ters the feeling of relief in getting rid of 
him is succeeded by a desire to get rid of 
the British. 

Even as long ago as December the brig- 
ands raided the outposts of Manda- 
lay. Not being troubled with baggage 
or provisions, they are almost as hard 
to catch as our own Apaches. In some 
parts of the East the dacoit chiefs are 
allies of rulers, or aspirants for rule, 
who use their great ganys of desperate 
followers for their purposes. Burmah has 
long been-overrun with these bandits, and 
a rumor that THEEBAW was going to 
hire 15,000 of them to aid him 
in guerrilla . operations once caused 
the British anxiety. They now seem 
to have been reinforced : from THEEBAW’S 
disbanded army, and. to be in co-opera- 
tion with the Princes who aim to succeed 
THEEBAW. The British troops in January 
defeated them at Sagaing, Kunnah, and 


. elsewhere, - with much loss, besides capt- 
‘uring ,six guns, but the present news 


shows that they have become very ag- 
gressive again, and they may also eventu- 
ally represent a popular movement 
against the foreigners. There is‘no doubt, 
however, that the. British can now hold 
Mandalay, unless.its garrison has been re- 
cently weakened, and indeed the whole 
valley of the Irrawaddy, and in due time 
can ‘occupy as much of the rest of the 
country as they choose.

» disgrace it still more deeply. It would be 
-absurd to say that a reduction which 


they have done without all their lives 
they cannot do without a few weeks 


longer, when the excitement has abated 
and the demand. has a better chance for

this course, since the question must be 
decided in each trade by itself. A general 
stoppage of business, even when not 
accompanied by riof, diminishes the wage- 
paying capacity. of every employer. If 
the strikers should resume work, reserv- 
ing their demand for a change in its con- 
ditions till a more convenient season, they 
would not only prove the sincerity of 
their denunciation of the murderers by 
dynamite, but they would deserve and re- 
ceive the gratitude and sympathy of the 
community at large, and these are of 
very great value in any labor dispute. 











THE PRIZE FUND EXHIBITION. 
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The success last year of the Prize Fund 
Exhibition, unexpectedly great as it was, 
already gave assurances that the undertaking, 
if continued, would be again rewarded with ex- 
cellent results, and this has proved to be the 
case. The opening of the exhibition yesterday 
at the American Art Galleries drew together a 
large and interested gathering, and exposed to 
public view a far larger number of works than 
were scen a yearago. As against a total of 166 
paintings for last year, there are now to be seen 
nearly 300, or nearly twice as many. What is 
more, the greater interest of this collection is 
not likely to be due wholly to excess of num- 
bers. It is a thoroughly good show in all re- 
spects, and will offer legitimate and sharp 
rivalry to the National Academy Exhibition a 
few steps away. The subscribers to the fund 
this year are 24 in number, the New-Yorkers 
including H. G. Marquand, John Taylor John- 
ston, W. E. Connor, Sidney Dillon, and Jay 
Gould. From these 24 have been chosen the 
judges, the prizes offered being $2,000 each. The 
awards made are to the following artists for the 
pictures named: C. F. Ulrich, ‘* Glassbiowers 
of Murano;” F. D. Millet, **At the Inn;” C. P. 
Grayson, * Midday Dreams,” and Edward E. 
Simmons, ‘*Mother and Child.” The selection 
of four pictures for distinctive honors out of a 
total approaching 300 was no easy undertaking. 
The margin for dissatisfaction in such a case 
was certainly wide. That there are worthier 
pictures in the collection than these four half 
the visitors to the gallery will doubtless affirm, 


but that these at least are worthy of honors 
few thinking ones will long dispute. Each and 
all the four are thoroughly creditable perform- 
ances. The regret is that the prizes were so tew 
to give. 

Mr. Simmone’s picture for many reasons might 
be called the best work of the 300, although it is 
not an attractive subject. This mother’s life has 
been passed in squalor, and a bard struggle in 
existence for all with whom she associates. She 
lies asleap on her arm at a bedside, the arm rest~- 
ing onthe bed and she sitting ona rude box. 
She has been peeling potatoes. as the floor and 
her dirty lap bear witness, Her brig@ht-eyed, 
wondering child sits erect in the bed before her. 
All is unlovely enough, but how well it is paint- 
ed! More lovely in all its surroundings is Mr. 
Grayson’s *“‘Midday Dreams,” although this 
scene is also a low-life scene. Ina lonely field 
sits a peasant t wa upon a_ rude bDar- 
row, her. ciaspe hands 
knee and supporting her asshe leans backward 
in the shade. Around her is an uncultivated, 
brush-covered hillside lighted up by a warm 
Summer sun. The girl simply gazes into space 
and dreams her peasant’s dream. Here are hope, 
contentment, and seeming plenty, and all is 
painted as one would wish it to be done. How 
excellent this is, must many avisitor exclaim. 
With Mr. Millet’s interior it is not possible to be 
80 well pleased. The scene shows a solitary man 
seated at table before a dinner, of which a prim 
and tidy English waitress has nearly complet- 
ed the bringing. It is a low-roofed, oid- 
time room, with long window seat at the 
side and a series of small windows above. There 
is ample light, thorough order, pho cleanli- 
ness, and repose enough to suit the most wearied 
and hungry of travelers. Correctness of outline, 
exactness in each detail, and painstaking indus- 
try are seen inthe work ofthe artist. And yet 
all does not thoroughly please. There is some- 
thing hard, uneasy, and unnatural about it; 
something almost glassy in the surface of this 
wood, this table linen, and these clothes, 
Has this picture been coated with enamel 
to preserve it? one might ask. Mr. Mil- 
let sends another work, a portrait of Sid- 
ney Dillon, in which this quality does not 
so plainly appear, although the posture 
isa little uneasy and the mouth wants com- 
posure. Of Mr. Ulrich’s *“ Glassblowers of Mu- 
rano”’ a pleasant enough word may be said, but 
there are at least 10 other pictures in this collec- 
tion quite as deserving of the honor it has re- 
ceived. But with two works of first-rate value 
and with one other of almost first-rate value, 
one is bidden not to complain with too much 
severity and feeling. As has been said above, 
the margin for complaint is here an extremely 
wide and tempting one. 

It was not reserved for these four prize pict- 
ures to obtain anything like chief and exclusive 
honors in the way of attentions from visitors 
yesterday, and surely from so large acollection 
it would be quite impossible to indicate here all 
those which shared with them these best of all 
exhibition honors. Mr. J. G. Brown’s * You’rea 
Nice Pup” is a Murillo-like picture in color, 
drawing, and subject, and few pictures of its 
class are more creditable. F. R. Grant's 
“Flight of the Birds” shows a fine young 
woman with charming face ina field from 
which the birds are flying upward. The 
whole air is fuli of them. The picture 
is well hung, and few in the same room possess 
greater merit. George Inness, Jr., contributes 
“In the Surf.” Two horses of immense size and 
strength are coming furiously out of a stormy 
surf and making for dry land. A manis riding 
one of them and leading the other. In the dis- 
tance are seen storm clouds, and the sea is wild 
and threatening. Allis well managed, and the 
effect is striking. Before Cari Marr’s ‘* Gossip” 
visitors were seen constantly. There is fine work 
in tois Jarge canvas. Arthur Quartley’s ‘* Near 
the Mouth of the Thames” js as pleasing as any of 
the harbor views with shipping, though Mr. 
Boggs’s *“*Entrancé of Harbor at Honfleur,” 
and the same artist’s ‘Thames Near the Tower of 
London” are interesting and sy among the 
works of most positive merit. r, Dielman 
contributes ** Pomona,” a charming little pict- 
ure, and Mr, Fredericks ** Elaine,” which also is 
charming, and exquisitely so. ** Bad News,” by 
Pierre Marie Beyle, was not sent for competition, 
else it might bave won a prize. It is a very large 

icture and a very ably managed scene of a vil- 
age calamity in Normandy. <A fisherman has 
been brought home dead by his comrades, and, 
with his remains lying screened behinda low 
wall in front, one of the party knocks at the 
door of the dead man’s home, ready to announce 
the Ly intelligence to the unsuspecting family 
within. 

These are some of the more attractive works in 
the exhibition. Of the unattractive ones the 
cause for surprise perhaps should be that there 
are so few of them. Large canvases sre not 
over-numerous, though there are several of un- 
usual size. But not all are pleasing. The float- 
ing leaves in the “Lily Pond” of Mr. Harry 
Eaton Jook as if they were made of tin. The houses 
in Mr. Trego’s ** Battery, Ha!t!"? have impossi- 
ble legs and impossible célor—aimost like that 
of the boiled lobster. Mr. Poore’s ‘Close of a 
City Day” has an incongruous assemblage of 
ficures. Along a water front among the pfers 
are seen the scavenger, the truckman, the 
rough day laborer, a lady with lace parasol, and 
a lady and gentleman on. horseback. It all 
looks like West-street, save the fine parasol and 
the well dressed riders. The absence of the best- 
known names is noteworthy this year as it was 
last. Mention should, however, be made of Mr. 
R. Swain Gifford’s contribution, entitled “The 
Seaweed Gatherer,” the interest of which lies 
almost wholly in the execution, and this of 
course is not a small or passing interest.

DELMONICO’S. 
4 FLOW OF PRAISE AND ORATORY FROM 


SENATORS AND EX-GOVERNORS AT THE 
DINNER OF THE OHIO SOCIETY. 


The big banqueting hall at Delmonico’s, 
Biter agrateful rest from public Ginners, burst 
forth in a blaze of glory once more last evening. 
It has been said that some men are born great 
and some are born in Ohio. Those who assem- 
bled in Deimonico’s last evening were of the lat- 
ter description. It was the first annual banquet 
of the Ohio Society of New-York, which is des- 
tined to make the name of that mother of states- 
men as familiar in the line of banquets as 
New-England or the green isle of Erin.

When the coffee and ci- 
gars had been served, Gen. Ewing arose and 
said: 


GENTLEMEN OFTHE Society: It is good that 
weare here. This large assemblage attests how 
strong are the ties that bindus to our State. 
We have reagon to be proud of her. If to bean 
American isa patent of nobility, the fact that 
you are natives of that State which gave to the 
country sucha long rollof Presidents, states- 
men of the Cabinet and of Congress, a roll 
on which there is not one _ dishonored 
Rame, but many that will shine forever; a 
State which in ‘the great struggle heiped 
to extirpate the plague of slavery; which gave 
more than her quota of noble troops; which 
sent to Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, and McClel- 
jan men, is more to be proud of. In founding 
this society we have had no purpose to cultivate 
@ divided allegiance. The country has seen 
too much of that. The State is purely Ameri- 
can, and we are Americans first, Buckeyes after- 
ward. Obio is the oldest and the most 
matured of the purely typical States. Neither 
rounchead nor cavalier stood sponsor at her 
baptism. She never wore the livery of colonial 
eervitude. Under the hand of George Wash- 
ington she received her seal of existence. Her 
early generations were not brought ~¢ under 
traditions of rank, but in the primeval forests 
where all stood on an equal footing, where the 
memories of Revolutionary sires became in- 
spiration to their sons. 1 have the pleasure to 
present to you a typical Buckeye, the architect 
ot bis own fortunes, who stands next to but one 
maninthis country in rank, and next to none 
in the esteem of his countrymen. [Cheers.] 

Senator Sherman was cheered wildly when he 
arose. He said that -if every Buckeye was re- 
ceived in the same way, every boy from Ohio 
would want to come to New-York. It was a 
hapoy idea to gather the sons of Ohio together 
where they could revive recollections of the 
boyhood and manhood of that State. Men from 
other places bad societies in New-York and 
why should not Ohio do the same. Ohioans 
were a migratory race. They were the in- 
nocents abroad. A man from Ohio who could 
better his condition everywhere was a restless 
and uneasy fellow. He went toa new place to 
add to its wealth and happiness. The speaker 
could do no better than to point to the men 
around him. Look at Gen. Ewing. He had 
been in several great places,and had finally 
landed in New-York. There were many sons of 
Onio here. with all the virtues of their fathers 
and some besides. Ohio was the first fruit of the 
Federal Union. She was the camping grouneé of 
all the others. The settlers of Ohio were sons of 
Revolutionary fathers. They made her the fair- 
est Commonwealth in the world. In Ohio was 
the beginning of that splendid march of prog- 
ress which developed the Nortiwest. In 100 
years more than 30,000,000 of people bad entered 
a country once held by the Indians. 

In New-York Ohioans were charged with 
being fond of office. The speaker could show 
by statistics that Ohio had never had her fair 
share of public offices,and statistics never lie. 
In the early times migration was always to the 
westward. But latterly the star of empire 
seemed to have settled about the city of New- 
York, and that was why there were 200 Ohioaus 
at the dinner. It accounted for the wealth 
of New-York, too. The speaker hoped they 
would better their condition and also that of 
New-York. “ We love Ohio,” said the Senator. 
Then he advised his hearers to be true and hon- 
orable for the sake of that love. No man from 
Ohio could be true to his State unless he was 
true to biscountry. Senator Sherman congrat- 
ulated those present upon their happy meeting, 
and hoped they would gather all Obioans worthy 
of their nativity into the fold. 

Senator Sherman’s speech was received with 
the wildest enthtsiasm. When he had con- 
cluded the Chairman calied upon the senior Sen- 
ator from Ohio, though he had expressed a de- 
sire to be let alone. Senator Payne was received 
with much enthusiasm, and said that he was 
glad to be present. He referred to his resi- 
dence of more than half a century in 
Ohio, though he was a native of New- 
York. He was giad to be among 
those who were both New-Yorkers and Buck- 
eyes. Heloved Ohio as much as if be had been 
born within her limits. The speaker referred to 
the early settlement of Ohio, and said that her 
Constitution was more magnanimous and 
sublime than that of any other State. The 
State had brought forth great men in time of 
peace, and still greaterin time of war. There 
was nothing in history that any of her 

ons need be ashamed of. Those who 

eard him all knew their. names. for they 
bad arisen within the memory of those living. 
He referred to President Garfield, and the name 
was loudly applauded. Asfor Senator Sherman, 
though the speaker differed with him in politics, 
he would stand jy his side till the last breath for 
the interests of Ohio. The State had no silver 
mines, and was not interested in establishing a 
silver coin, but Ohio wanted a sound currency. 

Tne brain and muscie of the State were 
making themse!} felt all over the country. 
The common schools of the State had turned 
out some of the best men in the United States. 
Cincinnati was a great city. It had built a rail- 
road forthe Soutiwest. It had gone outside ot 
its own State to invest capital for the develop- 
ment of other States. One thing Obio had got 
to do was to conquer Wall-street. if that was 
accomplished she had New-York, and New-Enz- 
land might go to Pluto. There were certain 
animals in Wall-street worse than the primeval 
forest beasts gf Ohio. But bulls and bears were 
to be conquered by honesty and good faith. 
When these were conquered, the world belonged 
to Ohfo. 

At the glase-of Senator Payne's speech three 
cheers were given for him, and then the Cnair- 
mao calied upon ex-Gov. Bishop, who said: “* 
teei highly flattered at this very complimentary 
call, very unexpected to me, and which I hoped 
would have fallen on a worthier man. I 
am proud to have once been elected 
Governor of Ohio by a_ majority of 
28,000, the largest which a Democrat ever 
received. I was invited to Canada once—a good 
meny of our citizens go to Canada nowadays— 
and there I met the Governors of six States. I 
followed one of them who had been praising up 
his part of the country pretty loudly, and I said 
to him: ‘Sir, you are aware that I am 
from the far West, but there is one 
thing you must remember. I want you 
to understand that although I am from 
the backwoods tbe State I have the honor 
to represent furnishes the President of the 
United States, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
armies, the Chief Justice of the United States, 
and the man who holds the purse strings; and 
we have more pretty women there than in any 
other Siate of tne Union.

After Senator Harrison’s speech Algernon §&.

Hesaid that In- 
diana boys were raised to go to schoo] witha 
girl, and also to go to prayer meeting on 
Wednesday evening—with a girl. This ac- 
counted for the excellence of Indiana boys. 
Mr. Sullivan introduced ex-Senater McDonald 
asanative of Ohio and a descendant of the 
Scotch heroes of Culloden. Mr. McDonald said: 

“I disclaim any attempt to take Presidential 
honors from Ohio. I believe in the one-term 
principle, and I have had my term. I stand 
ready to see any member of the Union of States 
present her best man for that place. After 
having heard Ohio’s glory proclaimed by the 
distinguished President of the Senate and by 
the senior Senator of Ohio, I should like 
to ask if there is an Ohio man 
in this audience who lives in Chicago. 
If so I sbali call upon him, for I kvow of no 
other sportin the great Northwest which can 
match the eloquence of these gentlemen in de- 
scribing their beautiful home. I have loved to 
see Ohio in the past 30 years emerge from the 
wilderness of the wild West and put on the 
habiliments of civilization. I have seen her 
magnificent forests open out into towns and 
cities crow up in places where formerly there 
had been nothing to guide a man but the 
landmarks in the distance, and where there was 
nothing but fieldsof grain as far as the eye 
could reach, From being a border State Obio 
has come to be one of the Eastern States, until 
she bids fair to conquer New-York. i believe 
sbe will do it. But there is a_ higher 
sentiment thanf§one of locality. Let our 
birthplace be wherever it may, 80 
that we can claim the protection 
of one common flag, so that we are members of 
one common confederacy of States,"and§so that 
the Federal Government, under the protecting 
power of the Federal Constitution, shall hold us 
as citizens of this entire Republic. Standing to- 
gether in pe and in war we shali achieve a 
destiny which isnow as far beyond our ken as 
wasour present condition to the eyes of our 
forefathers.” 

At the conclusion of Ex-Senator McDonald’s 
epeech W. L. Strong introauced William H. Mc- 
Kinley. Hesaid that if Ohio had done no other 
good thing, she had at least lessened the number 
of Presidential candidates for 1888. Levi P. Mor- 
ton, of the New-Engiand Society, wanted to be- 
come a member of the Ohio Society, and it would 
be a good thing to bave him, for in 1888 Ohio 
would want a New-York man to take the second 
place on the ticket. Ex-Gov. James M. Ashley 
was called for by the assembly and made a brief 
speech.

‘STORING AWAY THE SILVER, 


THE MINT OFFICERS HAVING DIFFICULTY 
IN CARING FOR IT. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—A rickety old 
furniture wagon pulled up in front of the Post 
Office, in Ninth-street, this afternoon. The 
horse panted and rested bis off hind leg. The 
driver and six men hopped out of the wagon 
and looked around them mysteriously. Six 
other men, who acted just as mysteriously, 
stood inside the Post Office, with a platform 
truck. The dozen men then began to carry 
white canvas bags from the wagon to the truck. 
Each bag contained 1,000 standard silver dol- 
lars and weighed 66 pounds. The bags were all 
put on the big truck and wheeled to the elevator. 
Then they were put in the elevator and hoisted 
to the second story, where they were put On an- 
other truck and wheeled into the vaults that 
were originally intended to be used for the Sub- 
Treasury. 

The money is brought fromthe Mint at the 
rate of $200,000 a day. So far $11,000.000 have 
been stored 1n the vaults on the second floor of 
the Post Office in the past two weeks. The 
vaults used for storing treasure in the Mint 
were found to be too small,so Superintendent 
Fox decided to store 20,000,000 silver dollars in 
the Post Office. There is nearly $100,000,000 in 
coin and bullion in charge of Superintendent 
Fox, of the Mint, and Assistant Treasurer 
Eyster. At the 8ub-Treasurery to-day there was 
stowed $10,276,430 in standard silver dollars and 
$3,391,130 in smaller coins, making a total of 
$13,667,560. Assistant Treasurer Eyster said 
that there was no room left in the 
city where Government money could be safely 
stored, and that it was a great nuisance 
to have such enormous quantities on hand. The 
$11,000,000 now stored at the Post Office brings 
the figures up to $24,667,560, and in the Mintin 
bullion and coin there is nearly $75,000,000 more. 
In one vault inthe Mint there is stored $40,000,- 
000 in five, ten, and twenty dollar gold pieces. 

Superiatendent Fox, although admitting that 
there was au enormous amount ot money in bis 
custody, declined to give the exact figures. He 
said: ** I don’t think it would be wise or safe for 
me to give out any official statement of the 
wealth stored here, especially at the present 
time when there isso much agitation going on. 
I’m not afraid of Anarchists exactly, but still it 
would be impolitic to Jet the public know of all 
the money stored here.”’ 





IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 

Newpokt, R. I., May 7.—It having been 
ascertained that the condition of Maria Dorsey 
would not permit her appearing in court next 
week, it was decided to sentence Emily Burton, 
her sister, and have her taken to Providence 
instead of holding her here till the trial, some 
time next June. She was accordingly brought 
into court this afternoon and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life in the State prison. When 
the Judge pronounced the words that forever 
shut her out from the world Emily showed no 
more sign of emotion than on Wednesday morn- 
ing. The sentence is the heaviest that can 
be imposed in Rhode Island, but as it was whut 
Emily has persisted in saying she wanted, she 
was not disappointed. She will be taken to the 
State prison at once, but will be called down as 
a witness at the trial of her sister, Maria, and 
Allen Waldorf Dorsey, ber husband. The sisters 
were charged as being accessory to the death of 
their father, Benjamin J. Burton, while Dorsey 
is charged with committing the deed. Emily at 
first denied all knowledge as to the cause of her 
father's death, but subsequently made confes- 
sion implicating all three. Next month is the 
first anniversary of Mr. and Mrs. Dorsey's wed- 
ding. Their babe was born in State prison about 
three weeks ago.

NEw-HAVEN, May 7.—Six Yale Seniors 
spoke for the De Forest medal in Battell Chapel 
this afternoon. This (medal is offered ** To that 
scholar of the Senior Class who shall write and 
pronounce an English oration in the best man- 
ner.” Philip Battell Stewart, of Middlebury, 
Vt., Captain of the ball nine that meets Har- 
vard to-morrow, and Frank George Peters, of 
Syracuse, Captain of last year’s football team, 
spoke on“ John Tyler’s Presidency, Especially 
His Relation to the Whig Party.” Edward 
Johnson Phelps, of Andover, Mass.. and Evans 
Woollen, of Indianapolis, spoke on “ The Amer- 
ican Tory in the Revolution.” Arthur Goebel, 
of Covington, Ky., spoke on “ Pessimism,” and 
William A. Brown, of New-York City, had for 
his subject ** Constantinople, Past and Future.”

ON THE DONORUE CHARGES 


—_———_——_~.—_—_— 
PRESENTING THE COMPLAINTS AT 
ALBANY. 


THE BAR ASSOCIATION’S REASONS EXPLAINED 
TO THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE—THE 
DEFENSE SUBMITTED. 

ALBANY, May 7,—The hearing of the 
charges against Judge Donohue was begun by 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee in the As- 
sembly parlor this afternoon and was continued 
far intothe night. The members of the Griev- 
ance Committee of the New-York Bar Associa- 
tion, who were here to present the Bar 
Association’s charges were W. P. Prentiss, 
George L. Rieves, Austin J. Fox and Roger 
Foster, Secretary of the committee. In behalf 
of thesupplemental charges appeared ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney Peter B. Olney, ex-Attorney~ 
Genera! Francis C. Barlow, Charies P. Miller, 
David B. Ogden, Ludlow Ogden, and A. G. 
Sedgewick. Judge Donohue was represented 
by ex-Senator Homer A. Nelson, and W. J. 
Choate. Nearly all the lawyers who were in- 
terested in the cases which furnished the charges 
against the Judge were on hand to defend 
the course of the Judge. There were Clarence 
A. Seward, whose cilents, the managers of the 
French ball, got from the Judge an injunction 
restraining the police from interfering with 
their annual spectacle; Abe Hummel, who de- 
fended Mother Mandelbaum, the notorious 
““fence;” Ira Shafer, who was counsel] for 
Johnnie Jordan, the bank burglar; A. H. 
Holmes, who explained the transactions in 
Kansas Pacific bonds, and E. H. Hobbs, who se- 
cured the liberty of Adolph Hirsch, charged 
with swindling. The Judiciary Committee re- 
ceived the advocates of the charges very coolly. 

The charges of the Bar Association were pre- 
sented by Mr. Prentiss, who claimed that the 
Judge bad been reckless, inconsiderate, and op- 
preasive in his use of judicial power, as shown 
in bisinjunctions. He had made an improper 
use of the equity courts to prevent the enforce- 
ment of the penal laws. The supplemental 
charges wero presented by Mr. Olney in a 
temperate, logical, dignified, and argumenta- 
tive speech, which created a very favorable 
impression. lf the charges could not be sus- 
tained, he said, nobody would be more pleased 
than he to learnit. If they could, then malcon- 
duct was established. He appeared with re- 
luctance in the case. He had no personal 
hostility toward the Judge. He had voted 
for his nomination and for his_ election. 
After long observation of Judge Donohue’s 
course, after experience in his own practice 
and upon statements made to him by 
men of integrity, he had come to the 
reluctant conclusion that the Judge had not 
faithfully discharged the duties of his office. 
He was forced to the conclusion that, 
under the rules of Jaw laid down" by 
the court of impeachment in the 
Barnard case, Judge Donohue had acted cor- 
ruptly if these charges were true. Nothing but 
his respect for the Bench could have induced 
him to take a part in sucb disagreeable proceed- 
ingsasthese. There was no politics about the 
matter. Something infinitely higher than poli- 
tics was involved. 

Mr. Sedewick was very emphatic in his strict- 
tures upon the Judge’s course. He was amazed 
that Judge Donohue had not demanded an in- 
vestigation. He was involved in a grave scan- 
dal. His reputation bad been growing unsavory 
to the nostrils of the people of New-York. 
Reputable lawyers bad taken the matter in 
hand, and had been met with tactics of evasion 
and of delay. 

Mr. Seward said he was not in sympathy, 
either as a citizen or a lawyer, with these pro- 
ceedings. He failed to see any evidence what- 
ever that the Judge had yielded in his official 
acts to the hope of reward or to pe- 
cuniary influence. His application for the 
injunction in the case of the French 
Ball was secured at the instance of the 
police. Under the circumstances Judge Dono- 
hue could have done nothing but grant the in- 
junction. Inthe Hirsch case it had been shown 
by Mr. Olney that the Judge had discharged the 
prisoner because the word *‘cerlified’ appeared 
1n the papers instead of the word “certified.” 
Mr. Hobbs said that Hirsch was discharged on 
two points of law argued by him. One was 
that his offense, that of swindling, was not 
an offeuse in New-York State, and proof was 
needed that it was an offense in Texas. The 
other point was that the requisition papers 
lacked proof of authenticity. Before deciding 
the case Justice Donohue stepped over to Judge 
Van Brunt and Recorder Smyth, who were pres- 
ent and had heard the argument, and Judge Van 
Brunt said: * Clearly this man is entitled toa 
discharge,” to which the Recorder assented. 

In the Mandelbaum case the elevated tone of 
argument was dropped and Mr. A. H. Hummel, 
pursuing the legal ethics of Centre-street, tried 
to explain away the charges by making new 
ones against the District Attorney. In the 
cbarges it was deciared that but for Judge 
Donohue’s order of transsfer from one 
court to another the notorious female 
would not have escaped. Mr. Hummel’s ex- 
planation was that the District attorney was 
not as bright as he should be or the woman 
would now be in jai!. Tnis District Attorney 
was Mr. Olney. Mr. Hummel said that the 
District Attorney allowed Mother Mandelbaum 
to go out upon a bail bond of $100, instead 
of $10,000, by reason of careless clerical 
work and in violation of the Penal Code, which 
requires a separate indictment for each offense 
charged, The District Attorney only issued one 
indictment on charges of receiving stolen goods 
and of grand larceny. But for this latter mis- 
taket she would not have got away. for it neces- 
sarily compelled the Judge to transfer the case 
to another court, 

Johnny Jourdan, the bank burglar, had been 
transferred from the jail to the hospital by the 
Judge’s orders, while proceedings were pending 
for his return to Connecticut, and made his es- 
cape a few hours afterward. Ira Shafer under- 
took to explain the Judge’s course to the satis- 
faction of the committee. Tho charge was 
that the District Attorney had not been notified 
of the effort to removethe prisoner. Shafer 
said that he personally notified the District At- 
torney's office and sent his clerk to the Sheriff, 
who appéared by counsel and who was officially 
responeible for Jourdan. Mr. Shafer does not 
scem to remember whom ke notified in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office,and until he does and 
proves the fact his explanation can hardly be 
considered satisfactory. 

In the litigation over the Kansas Pacific 
bonds the charge is made that the bondholders 
were not represented and their interests were 
overlooked by the Judge. A. H. Holmes, who 
was counsel for the Kansas Pacific at 
the time, maintained that ail tne parties 
in interest had been fully rspresented and 
it was upon their joint application that tne 
Judge appointed Horace Ruggles Referee. He 
saysthe bondholders appeared through Gould 
and Sage, their Trustees, and he raises the 
point that a bondbolder by himself would 
bave had no standing in court.

Judge Choate and Homer A. Nelson made ad- 
dresses to-night before the committee in criti- 
cism of the charges. An elaborate reply was 
made totheir address by ex-Attorney-General 
Francis C. Barlow, who spoke in behalf of the 
Bar Association. The Judiciary Committee may 
give another hearing on the charges on Monday.

YOUNG COE MAY RECOVER, 


A REWARD OF $2,000 OFFERED FOR THE 
CAPTURE OF HIS ASSAILANT. 

The Tea Neck schoolhouse, under whose 

windows George &. Coe, Jr., had a terrible en- 

counter with a burglar Wednesday night was an 


object of interest to many visitors at Engle- 
wood, N. J., yesterday. The village has not 
got over its excitement about the affair, though 
the search for the burglar has practically been 
given up and the pickets who watcbed the 
neighborhood have been called in. Every cir- 
cumstance connected with the struggle was tola 
Over again and again yesterday, and stories of 
men who in some respects resembled the burglar 
floated into the villaze. There is no clue what- 
ever to the whereabouts of the man. 

The physicians who are attending young Coe 
were much encouaaged at his condition last 
night. He was able to talk a little, and did not 
complain of the pain that he suffered to some 
extent. The splendid physique and sturdy con- 
stitution of young Coe are greatly in his favor, 
and he may _ recover, although the wound 
in his abdomen is a dangerous one. 
The bullet fired by the burglar in 
his second shot, which could not be 
found, came to light yesterday, and, curiously 
enough, it dropped from Coe’s clothes as he was 
moved in his bed. It was flattened, and had evi- 
dently struck something hard. It is believed 
that it struck one of the hinges of the school- 
house door, and was then diverted into 
Coe’s clothing. Dr. Charles S. Coe, a cousin 
of the young man, came to his bedside 
yesterday noon, and will hereafter be 
in constant attendance upon him. Dr. Bull, of 
this city, who was for a time consulting surgeon 
at the Chambers-Street Hospital, and who has 
had much experience with pistol shot wounds, 
also visited Coe with Dr. Banks. of Englewood. 
Yhey caid their patient did not suffer from 
nervous shock. 

Tne Protective Society of Englewood held a 
meeting last night to arrange for offering a re- 
ward for the burglar’s capture, but much time 
was spent in discussing the events of Wednes- 
day night. R. H. Rochester wanted to know 
why he had not been summoned Wednesday 
night, and a large posse sent out to search 
for the man. He intimated that there 
had been neglect on the part of the Marshal 
in not notifying the members of the association. 
Marshal Jameson gave a history of his work 
from the time Louis Coe cameto him with the 
news, and was exonerated from any charge of 
neglect of duty. It was finally decided to otfer 
a reward of $2,000 for the capture of the burg- 
lar, one-half of which is subscribed by citizens 
at Englewood. The other half is the personal 
subscription of William Walter Phelps, who isa 
neighbor of the Coe family and a member of the 
Protective Society.

WHAT REFORM METHODS HAVE 
DONE IN THE TREASURY. 
A REMARKABLE SHOWING BY THIRD AUDI- 


TOR WILLIAMS—GORMAN’S CHIEF HEEL- 


ER REFUSES TO ANSWER CHARGES. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Third Auditor 
Williams,in his report of the operations of the 
branch of the Treasury over which he has con- 
trol, furnishes some interesting facta tending to 
illustrate an improvement in the discipline of 
the clerical force and an effort to be economical 
in ‘expenditures. The compensation of clerks 
has been reduced in a year by dismissals 
from $227,570 64 to $213,123 82, a saving of 
$14,146 82; yet the Auditor thinks he has 
still too many clerks and estimates for a reduc- 
tion of 20,ata saving of $24,000, for the next 
year. Although the number of clerks has been 
lessened, more work has been done than during 
the preceding year. Clerks were absent 6,168 
days in the year ending April, 1885. In the year 
ending April, 1886, clerks were absent only 
8,491 days, a saving of 2,677 days. After he took 
offide, the Third Auditor’s bureau was shaken 
up, receiving five new chiefs of division, while 
35 changes have been made in the clerical 
force. A graphic showing is made of the 
increased industry resulting from changes in the 
Pensions Divisions, which has the name and 
keeps the account of every pensioner on the 
rolls. From April, 1884, to April, 1885, the num- 
ber of vouchers examined was 1,392,520, while in 
the following year the number was 2,201,992, or 
an increase of 9809472 examinations. This 
was only accomplished by increasing the av- 
erage work of each clerk from 46,641 ex- 
aminations in 1884-5, to 75,931 in 1885-6. This 
was accomplished witha reduction in force of 
three clerks in the division. On May 1, 1884, there 
were on hand 255 accounts of pension agents, in- 


volving $66,885,307; on May 1, 1885, there were 
282 accounts, involving $75,926,537 60 on hand. 
On May 1, 1886, there were only eignt accounts 
on hand awaiting examination, and these in- 
volved only $3,456,816 20, the business of the 
division being substantially “up,” and 
the clerks engaged on current work. The ar- 
rears have been brougnt up witha smaller force 
than has been employed since the increase of 
the pension list. In the record section of the 
pension division the work in May, 1885, was 12 
months behind and 14 clerks were employed 
upon it. The work was brought up months 
ago, and 6 clerks do the work upon which 14 
were formerly engaged. In the miscellaneous 
claims §division the number of claims dis- 
posed of from May 1, 1584, to May 1, 1885, 
was 2,537, involving $2,587,803 05; the 
number disposed of from May 1, 
1885, to May i 1886, was 16,532, 
involving $8,217,574 40. In the collections di- 
vision, where the Auditor found that letters 
from the Quartermaster-General written in 1883 
were being avswered last Fall, the work is up to 
date, with a clerical force reduced from 26 to 16. 
In the horse ciaims division an increase is shown 
in the number of cases disposed of of 1,491 in the 
year. No improvement is shown in the military 
division.

There is now some prospect that before it ad- 
journs the Senate will be given an opportunity 
to express its opinion of the fitness of Morris A. 
Thomas, of Baltimore, to be an Indian Inspect- 
or. The nomipvation of Thomas bas been in the 
hands of the Committee on Indian Affairs since 
December, together with the numerous charges 
against him, made by the most responsible citi- 
zens of Baltimore. Butit was not until yester- 
day that the committee got ready to hear what 
Senator Gorman’s chief heeler had to say about 
these charges,as a preliminary to the preparation 
of a report for or against bis confirmation. The 
Inspectdr was before the committes by invita- 
tion yesterday, but the members obtained little 
help from bim in their inquiry into the charges. 
He told them he bad nothing to say beyond the 
answers le filed last Summer in the Interior De- 
partment. How the committee has been im- 
pressed by these answers only its mem- 
bers know, but at the time they were 
made the Baltimore Reform League and 
the Maryland Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation found them so unsatisfactory that 
they continued their efforts to defeat Thomas’s 
confirmation with more zeal than ever. The 
fmends of Thomas were not hopeful four 
months ago, but the long delay on the part of 
the Indian Committee has given them hope that 
a favorable report can be secured and the In- 
spector confirmed without attracting attention. 
The Baltimore citizens who regarded Thomas’s 
nomination as a disgrace to their city and State 
have not forgotten the matter, however, and if 
the Senate does permit him to remain in office it 
will be in spite of their earnest and repeated 
protests and largely on the ground of that mys- 
terious * Senatorial courtesy,” which will pre- 
vail as long as nominations are considered in 
star chamber sessions. 


Greediness of tho most pronounced kind 
promises to give a good deal of trouble to the 
commission which has to select a site and con- 
struct the new building for the Congressional 


Library authorized by thefbill which recently 
became alaw. The law provides $550,000 for the’ 
purchase of either of.two proposed sites just east 
of the Capitol grounds, and one of the argu- 
ments against the bill when it wassf{pend- 
ing in Congress was that this sum 
was a good deal more than _ either 
site was worth. The commission now finds that 
the persons who own property on these sites 
think they have fallen upon an opportunity to 
make themselves rich at the expense of the 
Government, and propose to take advantage 
of that opportunity to the fullest extent. More 
than 100 of these owners have responded to the 
call of the commission for offers of their lots, 
and with scarcely an exception they have put 
their prices at from twice to four times 
the assessed valuation of their property, 
or what they could get for it at private 
sale. The total demanded for the site 
north of East Capitol-street is over $800,000, 
while over $765,000 is asked for the site south of 
that street. Among the larger demands are 
those of Justice Stephen J. Field. who wants 
over $90,000: the wife of Gen. McKee Dunn, who 
who asks $78,000; D. A. Watterson, who thinks 
he should have $50,000, and N. G. Ordway, who 
wants over $64,000. Uniess the property owners

THE LAST OF THE DOG SHOW. 
The tenth annual dog show of the West- 


minster Kennel Club came to an end in Madison- 
Equare Garden yesterday. The success of the 
exhibition was gratifying to the members of the 
club, though there was little pecuniary profit in 
it. A great deal of interest in the fine dogs was 
shown by the public, and there was talk yester- 
day at the Garden of a movement to induce the: 
National Kennel Club—the Central organization. 
to which the other kennel clubs belong--to hold 
an exhibition in this city next Spring. The 
threatening weather prevented the attendance 
during the day from being as large as it was on 
Thursday. Nevertheless, there was a very fair 
number of visitors. 

The owners of dogs forsale were doing their 
best to make bargains yesterday. Many of the 
kennels had signs up announcing that the dogs 
were forsale and naming the price. Here and 
there were little knots of connoisseurs carefully 
examining dogs and debating about prices. 
Dealers in canine flesh were busily distributing 
cards and extoliing their stock. It was a good 
time for people who wanted to secure good ani- 
mals at fair prices, for many of the owners were 
willing to take « few dollars less than they asked 
rather than ship their dogs again. 

At midnight last night only 400 dogs remained 
inthe Garden. The work of identification pre- 
vious to liberating the dogs from the building 
was going on as rapidly as possible. The axorage 
daily attendance during the show was 8,500. The 
management believes that the expenses have 
been cleaged. 

The Garden will undergo another of its peri- 
odical transformations to-day. All the dogs will 
be taken away, the judges’ inclosure wili disap- 
pear, the kennels will be pulled down, and the 
place will change once more to an athletic arena 
for Myers and George, the runners.

A CRASH IN THE FOG, 


BIEAMER CHRYSTENAH DAMAGED IN A COL-° 


LISION ON THE HUDSON, 

The heavy fog which shut down over 
‘both rivers yesterday morning enveloped in its 
¥olds the steamboat Chrystenah, of the North 

iver Steamboat Company, which was on her 
way from Peekskill to this city, having on board 
4130 saloon passengers. At 8 o'clock the fog 
seemed to close in, and Capt. J. P. Smith, who, 
witn Pilot Conkling, was in the wheelhouse, 
found it difficult to see more than a boat’s 
length ahead. Opposite Tarrytown there loomed 
up only a few yards ahead of the steam- 
er a vessel at anchor lying bow on. 
The Chrystenah was coming down with a strong 
tide and she struck the anchored vessel. There 
was acrash of breaking timbers as the vessels 
swung apart, and then the Chrystenah, whose 
wheels bad been reversed from the first moment 
of threatened danger, came toa stop. At the 
time of the collision almost all of the passengers 
von board the steamboat were assembled in the 
yaloon, and their first warning of danger was 
when the vessel struck. The jar almost threw 
them off their feet, and in an instant everything 
‘was in the wildest confusion. Many of the pas- 
peneens were ladies. Just as the panic was at its 

eight Capt, Smith walked in and told the 
frightened crowd that there was no danger and 
the excitement was allayed. 

When the Chrystenab struck, the bowsprit of 
the other vessel, which was the schooner Emmet 
Hale, ran through the railing on the port side of 
the main deck, and tore it completely away up 
to the point where a massive square timber sup- 
port, called “the leg of the hog frame,” runs 
up from the hull. This was snapped, and, 
in breaking, carried away with it about 
20 feet of the railing aft of the forward 
gangway and a portion of the promenade 
deck above. Tie hull of the steamboat was 
not injured. The damage to the schooner 

was trifling. On board of her were four men. 
James McGuinness, a circus man, of No. 504 
West Twenty-fourth-street, a passenger on the 
Chrystenah, was standing on the forward main 
deck when the collision occurred, and was 
struck by the schooner’s bowsprit and swept 
overboard. He was quickly rescued. He seemed 
to be badly hurt, and was taken to the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital when the boat got down 
town. There it was found that he had suffered a 
sprain of one ankle and knee and several con- 
tusions about the legs. 

After the accident Capt. Smith cailed to the 
men on the schooner, and finding that neither 
they nor their vessel were hurt, proceeded down 
the river to his slip at the foot of Harrison- 

treet. He said that no fog horn dr beil was 
foundea from the anchored schooner, and the 

ccident was due to that fact, as when the 
schooner loomed up it was out of the power of 
the steamer's pilot to clear her. The damage to 
the Chrystenah will not exceed $300. Carpenters 
were at work on her all day yesterday, and her 
tegular trips will not be interrupted.

THE COURT TOO SHARP FOR HIM. 
4 FORGER TRIES A BOGUS RECOMMENDA- 
TION ON RECORDER SMYTH. 

A handsome young man, G. P. Haas by 
oame, was employed by L. Steven & Cc., No. 101 
Franklin-street, as bookkeeper. On the 7th of 
April Haas asked Zachariah Steven, one of the 
firm, to give him.a check tor $6 in return for $6 
in cash. Haas said he wished to send the check 
to his father in the West. He raised the check 
to $620 and presented it at the Park National 
Bank for payment. The Paying Teller hesitated 
to cash it, but when Haas produced a letter of 


introduction from one of the large depositors in 
the bank the Teller promptly produced the cash. 

Haas was arrested. About a week ago, betore 
Recorder Smyth, he pleaded guiity. While 
pwaiting sentence be sent a letter to the Record- 
pr and inciosed a type-written letter with a 

rinted heading of the ** Orion Iron and Mining 

Jompany of St. Louis, Lockbox 879 Post Office.” 

‘nis letter contained, among other sentences, 

e following: ‘ 

“This will introduce to you Mr. G. P. Haas, whom 
we hereby recommend. Mr. Haas has been in the 
employ of this company during the past year, and 
Jeaves us solely on account of his failing health, his 
phrsician having recommended a change of air. As 
‘to his services and efticiency we cannot say too much, 
We cannot speak too highly in his favor. Aiways 
reliable, quick of perception, and ever ready to exe- 
cute whatever task might have been assigned to him. 
He quickly won favor in the eyes of all. He isa hard. 
earnest worker, and thoroughly systematical; is 

ttotake hoid of the highest position. His honesty 

as never been questioned, and he ts @ very trusi- 
‘Worthy young man. We vouch for his character. 
Also, he is a person to whom you can contide the 
‘secrets of your business and feei perfectly safe that 
On no occasion will they be discharged by him.” 

The ietter was signed ** George P. Ruby, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer.”” Recorder Smyth was 
satistica that the letter was a forgery, and wrote 
to the Chief of the St. Louis Police to investi- 
gate tne matter. That official ascertained that 
no such company asthe Orion Iron and Mining 
Company had ever been in existence, and that 
the letter was a forgery. The Chief believed 
that Haas was the same young man who was 
arrested in 8t. Louis for swindling the Southern 
Hotel proprietors and the same who was 
arrested in Nevada for forgery. The prisoner's 
attempt to deceive the Recorder was therefore 

failure, and he was sentenced to State prison 

‘or three years and six months.

EXTENDING TELEGRAPH LINES. 
The announcement in THE TrmMEs yester- 
day of the Baltimoreand Ohio Railway’s project 
to parallel certain lines of the Gould Southern 
railroad telegraph eystem was asurprise to Wall- 
Street. President Bates, of the Baltimore and 


Ohio Telegraph Company, said yesterday that 
he did not feel free to discuss any plans which 
his company might have in view for extending 
and developing its business. He did not put 
much faith in the value of a policy which led 
men to prociaim all their purposes. He did not 
assume to deny, however, that the story as 
printed was practically true. 

In the new extensions of the Baltimore and 
Ohio system it issaia that there will bea main 
line from Washington to Montgomery, Ala.. and 
to New-Orleans, making direct connections with 
other Southern cities. About 5,500 miles of wire 
are to be stretched, the pole mileage being about 
1,700 miles. it is said that $700,000 has been 
raised to push the enterprise to success, while 
the cost is not expected to rise much if any 
above $600,000. 

The Gould Southern Telegraph Company is 
held by a traffic arrangement to the Western 
Union Company. President Bates, of the 
Baitimore and Ohio, said yesterday that he went 
to Richmond over a month ago, to attend a sale, 
at which it was advertised the company was to 
be closed out. The sale was postponed fcr some 
reason, though the Baltimoro and Ohio were 
vTeady to buy at a certain figure,

NEW FERRY TO SOUTH BROOKLYN. 

A syndicate composed of W. Bayard 
Cutting, William A. Stephens, John W. Ambrose, 
and several other capitalists of this city hascom- 

leted arrangements for a new ferry connecting 
Piers No.2a0d 8 East River with a dock to be 
built at the foot of Thirty-sixth-street, Soutn 
iBrookiyn. These gentlemen obtained the lease

WILL RUN THE ROAD THEMSELVES 
DECLARATION OF THE NEW DIRECTORS OF 
JERSEY CENTRAL, 

Henry 8S. Little, John Kean, John S. 
Kennedy, Henry C. Kelsey, James A. Roosevelt, 
George G. Williams, Samuel Sloan, R. Somers 
Hayes, and George R. McKenzie were elected 
Directors of the Central Raitroad Company of 
New-Jersey yesterday at the annual mecting of 
the shareholders. Except in the case of Mr. 
Kelsey, 101,367 votes were cast for each of them, 
6,200 votes going to W. H. Tillinghast as against 
Mr. Kelsey. The meeting was not inharmonious, 
butitdid notlack interesting features. Keso- 
lutions were considered by the stockhoiders and 
preterred to the new Board of Directors for de- 
cision,declaring that the company hereafter shail 
enter into no traffic contract with other compa- 
nies to last for more than one year, except after 
the formal sanction of the stockholders, Similar 
resolutions were also referred urging that steps 
be taken at once to recover the Jersey Central 
property from the Reading Railway Company 
by the proceedings instituted under the Vail 

suit. 

A resolution was passed requesting the Direct- 
ors to prevent any further use of the Jersey 
Central tracks and terminals by the Reading, 
North Pennsylvania, and Delaware and Bound 
Brook Companies, or either of them, “unless said 
companies promptly enter into such contract 
therefor as will fully secure to this company 
adequate remuneration for a fixed and sut- 
ficiently extended time for such uses.” The 
spirit of this resolution seemed to show the feel- 
ing of the stockholders clearly. A new régime, 
with self-protection as its chief principie, was 
to be instituted forthwith. 

A notable incident of the meeting was a state- 
ment made by President Little, referring to the 
entrance of J. S. Kennedy into the board of 
management, It has been publicly declared 
that Mr. Kennedy was the representative ofa 
syndicate whose chief purpose was not to ad- 
vance Jersey Centrai’s own interests. President 
Little said: “Mr. J.S. Kennedy’s entrance into 
the board protects the adjustment mortgage 
the consolidated mortgage, and the convertible 
bonds, which were negctiated mostly by him, 
and are held largely by his ciients. He feels an 
especial iaterest in Jersey Central. He 
believes in developing the property, and 
believes that the stock can be mude 
a dividend payer. All of the new 
men in the board are large holders of the stock 
and bonds, and desire vo protect their interests 
in every way possible. hese gentlemen have 
the credit to get allthe money needed by the 
company. I believe they are not connected with 
any syndicate or with any interest other than 
themselves and those interested in theroad. I 
think tbe road will be out of the hands of the 
Reading in about one month anda also on its feet 
again in that time. The new management 
intend to keep the road out of a Receiver’s 
hands and to make it a successful one. The prop- 
erty looks better nowthan atary time since I 
bave been connected with it.” 

Despite these assurances, Stockholder Hutch- 
inson, of Easton, Penn., arose to remark that 
the great fault with Jersey Central was not so 
much tnat the company lacked woney and big 
financiers in its board of Directora as it was 
that the company had been under “actually 
bad management.” 

Mr, George R. McKenzie, one of the new 
Directors of the company, said: “I want to 
make this statement to the Jersey Central 
stockholders in behalf of the new management. 
While it is our intention to put the property on 
a solid basis, yet it will take a year or two to do 
this, so that a dividend on Jersey Central stock 
wiil not be declared probably for several years 


to come,”

SUBSTITUTES ON ‘CHANGE.

UPHOLDING T'HE RAILROAD TAX, 


ARGUMENT OF NEW-JERSEY’S ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL TO SUSTAIN THE LAW OF 1884, 
TRENTON, N. J., May 7.—Attorney-Gen- 

eral Stockton finished his argument for the 

State in the railroad tax cases to-day. The 

Court of Errors hasbeen in session a week list- 

ening [to the views of nearly all the railroad 

lawyers in New-Jersey as to the constitution- 
ality of the law of 1884, which imposes taxes on 
the railroad and canal property heavy enough to 
bring in sufficient revenue to pay all the ex- 
penses of the State Government. Chief-Justice 

Beasley, of the Supreme Court, at the last term 

declared the act illegal and void. Ex-Chancellor 

Williamson, ex-Secretary Robeson, FI’. B. Gowen, 

and others have argued to sustain the Chief- 


Justice. The Attorney-General, in his argu- 
gument,! which occupied a day anda half,‘sub- 
mitted these propositions: That the act of 
1881 is one of a series of acts which 
together constitute a system by which all the 
property in the State is valued and assessed by 
genera! laws and uniform rules at its true value, 
and the proceeds appropriated to the various 
necessities of the several departments and polit- 
ical divisions of the State; that it classifies prop- 
erty by its use, where the chief value consists m 
use; that it prevents the possibility of any dis- 
proportionate or unjust assessment under its 
provisions by a section specially commanding a 
deduction whenever such a case of dispropor- 
tionate valuation is fuund to exist; that the con- 
stitutional amendmeat also requires that prop- 
erty, when subjected to taxation, shall be as- 
seased by generallaws anduniform rules at its 
true value, but does not command all property to 
be assessed at all times for all purposes, and that 
the actisin entire accord with this provision; 
thata tax act which violates no constitutiona 
restriction is legal, and the court has no power to 
deciare it invalid or to consider whether it be 
such a system as the court would adopt if it had 
legislative power; that the Legislature may 
levy any tax which is constitutional; that the 
act of 1884 creates no franchise tax, but directs 
the separate valuation of the franchise; that the 
practice under the act of 1876 was a contempo- 
raneous construction and judicial interpretation 
which recognized the power of the Legisiature 
to classify railroad property and put a separate 
tax upon it; that such interpretation was a part 
of the statute of 1884 and should not be changed, 
except for the most cogent reason. 





THE REV. DR. BRISTOR’S TRIAL 
——_—--————— 
REBUTTAL TESTIMONY FOR THE PROSECO- 
TION BEFORE THE JURY. 

Nyack, N. Y., May 7.—This was an inter- 
esting day in the Bristor trial at New City. The 
court room was packed with people from every 
part of the county and many from other places. 
At the opening of court the cross-examination 
of Dr. Bristor was continued by Mr. Hoffman 
for the prosecution, after which several witness- 
es were puton the standiu rebuttal of testi- 
mony given by the defense. Mr. Hoffman read 
the records of the proceedings in the examina- 
tion of Ida Downs before the police Justice, and 
also of the investigation before the committee 
of the Newark Methodist Conference. Mrs. 
Gemmel was recalled by the prosecution in re- 


buttal of Mrs. Bristor’s statement that Ida's 
room was .over hers, and she could 
have heard any  vnoise made oby _ her. 
Mrs. Gemwel said she had been througn the 
house, and Ida’s room was not over Mrs. Bris- 
tor’s. Hannah Slattery and Frances Mahoney, 
who were in Mrs. Bristor’s employ, Corroborat- 
ed the statement of Mrs.Gemmel. Stephen H. 
Burr and the Rev. W. P. Ferxuson, the present 
Pastor of the Spring Valley Methodist Church, 
testified that they had been through the parson- 
age the day before to satisfy themselves as to 
thé possibility of sounds being heard from one 
room to another. Mr. Burr stationed himself 
in the room occupied by Mrs. Bristor and Mr. 
Ferguson went into the one occupied by Ida 
Downs. Mr. Ferguson called out nine times, 
each time making his voice louder than before, 
and it was not until be had called the seventh 
time that he could be heard by Mr. Burr. 

A New-York newspaper reporter testified that 
he had, while ys aye the previous proceed- 
ings, examined the two original retractions made 
by Ida, and they both had erasures in them. The 
copy presented as evidence by the defense had 
no such erasures, 

The time this afternoon was occupied by sum- 
ming up by counsel. Mr. Howe, for the defense, 
was very dramatic and put his arm almost 
around one of the jurors, When speaking of the 
prayer offered by Dr. Bristor he knelt in the 
attitude assumed by the parson. Mr. Hoffman, 
for the prosecution, made no attempt at being 
dramatic, but made a powerful address lasting 
two hours. Thecase will be presented to the 
jury by Judge Brown to-morrow morning. The 
interest in the case is now greater than it has 
been at any time during the trial.

An oily-looking deposit is often fuund on 
swamps and muddy pools where there is decay- 
ing vegetable matter, and it isa product of the 
decomposition of such matter.
